Wilde still catching out 
the establishment

FOR nearly a century Middle 
Britain has felt unable fully to 
celebrate Oscar Wilde’s genius 
because of what he went to 
Reading Jail for. 

On the 98th anniversary of 
his death yesterday, public atj 
titudes to homosexuality hai| 
softened sufficiently to allowj 
the unveiling of the first statue 
to Wilde in Britain, tucked be^ 
hind Trafalgar Square.. 

But, however much pink 
power may have permeated 
the upper reaches of govern¬ 
ment in the last 18 months, 
there are those who still dare 
not speak its name, particular¬ 
ly BBC newsreaders. * 

Nigel Hawthorne, the gay 
star of Yes^Prime Minister and 
The Madness Of King Geqrge 
had just done a reading with 
Dame Judi Dench from Wil¬ 
de’s A Woman Of No Imppr- 
tance at the statue’s unveQmg 
when be was interviewed live 
from the scene by Ed Stourton 
on BBC TV lunchtime 
The bulletin had earlier 
tuned an item on allegatk 
surrounding a recent visit to 
Rio de Janiero by Peter Man- 
delson, the Trade Secretary.

After Matthew Parris, the 
Times columnist, had named 
Mr Mandelson as a homosexu¬ 
al cm BBC2’S Newsnight, BBC 
news staff were issued with or¬ 
ders not to mention the Minis¬ 
ter’s private life. 

Mr Hawthorne was asked: 
“Is there a wider significance 
to this {statue] or is it just a 
rather entertaining scupl- 
ture?" He replied: “I think 
there is a wider significance; 
listening to the news, as TYe 
been doing for toe last five or 
ten minutes, and hearing 
about F&ter Mandelson." 

Stourton cut in: “I don’t, if 


you don’t mind, want to talk 
about specific individuals." 
But Mr Hawthorne persisted 
“If you don't talk about individ¬ 
uals, then you miss the whole 
point of this. I think that it's 
purely that society picks on 
these individuals and turns 
them into martyrs very often, 
which is exactly what hap¬ 
pened to Oscar Wilde." 

Several prominent and self- 
confessed homosexuals, in¬ 
cluding Chris Smith, the Herit¬ 
age Secretary, and Stephen 
Ffy. the actor who played Wil¬ 
de in the recent film biogra¬ 
phy, were present at the unveil¬ 
ing of the statue, a granite slab 
in the form of a sarcophagus 
by Maggi Ham Wing, which in¬ 
vites passers-by to sit on it and 
engage in conversation with 
Wilde's bronze head and 
hands.The sculpture was the 
idea of Derek Jarman, the 
proselytising homosexual film 
director who died in 1994. 

Wilde, naturally, has the 
last laugh. On the end of the 
plinth which shows him redin¬ 
ing and gazing up at the sky. is 
inscribed one of his many en¬ 
during sparklers: “We are all 
in the gutter, hut some of us 
are looking at the stars." 


Judges blame 
student for his 
paralysis and 
halt £lm award

A PROMISING student who 
was left paralysed for life after 
diving into a college swim¬ 
ming pool with friends had his 
damages award worth an esti¬ 
mated El million removed by 
three judges yesterday after 
they held that he was to blame 
for his injuries. 

In a ruling which may set a 
new tough One on compensa¬ 
tion claims, the Court of Ap¬ 
peal said Luke Ratcliff, now 
23, was not entitled to his 
award because he was entirely 
responsible for the event 
which left him in a wheel¬ 
chair. The 3ppeal judges also 
left no doubt that those who in¬ 
dulge in horseplay or high 
jinks after drinking are likely 
to be regarded as having only 
themselvs to blame if they are 
injured. 

They quashed a High Court 
ruling that Mr Ratcliff, from 
Cambridge, was entitled to an 
award, even though he would 
have to bear 40 per rent of the 
damages. But even a 60 per 
cent payout could have given 
him more than £1 million. 
Now he will receive nothing. 

Simon John, partner with 
Cunningham John, solicitors 
for Mr Ratcliff, said last night 
that the ovt of care would now 
have to be met by council tax 
payers as it would have to be 
provided by Cambridgeshire. 
‘The family have no money so 
it will fall to the council, who 
are already caring for Luke in 
special accommodation.” 

There has been growing crit¬ 
icism of damages awards and 
fears of a growth in a US-style 
litigation culture in which peo¬ 
ple seek to blame someone for 
whatever ill luck befalls them. 

In a warning to anyone 
tempted to indulge in horse¬ 
play after drinking. Lords Jus¬ 
tice Stuart-Smith, Thorpe and 
Mummery, sitting in toe 
Court of Appeal in London, 
said that the 1994 accident at 
toe Harper Adams Agricultur¬ 
al College, in Newport, Shrop¬ 
shire, had toe “most appalling 
consequences". Mr Ratcliff 


was left tetraplegic after hit¬ 
ting his head on the bottom of 
the pool. 

Lord Justice Stuart-Smith 
said: “A promising life is now 
destined to be spent in a wheel¬ 
chair. It is impossible not to 
have great sympathy with 
him.” But he added: "It is un¬ 
fortunate that a number of 
high-spirited young men will 
take serious risks with their 
own safety and do things that 
they know are forbidden. 

"Often they are disinhibited 
by drink and toe encourage¬ 
ment of their friends. It is toe 
danger and toe fact that it is 
forbidden that provides the 
thrift. But if toe risk mareriaiis- 


es. they cannot blame others 
for their rashness." 


Lord Justice Stuart-Smith 
said die accident happened in 
the early hours of December 8. 
1994, when Mr Ratdiff, then 
aged 19, and two friends 
climbed over a 6ft boundary 
wall and dived into the open- 
air pool at toe college after at¬ 
tending a disco. 

Lord Justice Stuart-Smith 
said: “The plaintiff was a very 
frank witness. The admissions 
he made in my judgment 
make it impossible for him to 
succeed."

Blair boys’ school 
surging ahead

TH E West London comprehen¬ 
sive where Tony Blair sends 
his sons is one of toe most im¬ 
proved schools in England, ac¬ 
cording to examination league 
tables published by the Gov¬ 
ernment today. 

Barely half of toe GCSE can¬ 
didates at toe London Oratory 
School, in Fulham, achieved 
five high-grade passes when 
toe Blairs applied for a place 
for their elder son Euan. Al¬ 
most nine out of ten reached 
this threshold this summer. 

An assessment of the most- 
improved schools, produced 
by toe Department for Educa¬ 
tion and Employment placed 
the London Oratory in the top 
ten. Only five state schools bet¬ 
tered its' rise of 26 percentage 
points since 1995, four of them 
techJtoiogy colleges. 

The Roman Catholic school. 


which is now anended by both 
the Prime Minister's sons. 
wot a record 17 places at Ox¬ 
ford and Cambridge universi¬ 
ties this summer. 

There are four applications 
to every place at toe school. 

Three of toe 15 City Technol¬ 
ogy Colleges, established by 
toe Conservative government, 
are among toe four most im¬ 
proved state schools. They are 
led only by the Jeff Joseph Sale 
Moor Technology College, in 
Trafford. which has increased 
the proportion of GCSE candi¬ 
dates with five good passes 
from 7 per cent to 35 per cent 
since 1995. 

The overall pass rate in Eng¬ 
land for five GCSEs at grade 
C or above has risen from 45.1 
per cent lo 46 3 per cent.

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Hit squads 
to tackle 
failing 
care homes

MINISTERS will be able ro 
send in “hit squads" to take 
over failing care homes for the 
elderly, children or the mental¬ 
ly ill. under the most Far-reach¬ 
ing overhaul of the social serv¬ 
ices system in 30 years. 

The reforms, pari oFa E3 bil¬ 
lion package announced yes¬ 
terday by Frank Dobson, the 
Health Secretary, are de¬ 
signed to prevent abuse of chil¬ 
dren and elderly people in resi¬ 
dential homes and to improve 
care services for people in 

their own homes. 

Mr Dobson told the Com¬ 
mons yesterday that stand¬ 
ards of rare and management 
in social services had to im¬ 
prove and that more training 
of social care staff was needed, 
"There are many top-quality 
services but all too often social 
services are failing ro provide 
the support that people in need 
are entitled to expect. The new 
arrangements should make 
sure that anyone receiving so¬ 
cial service’s help, whether 
young or old. whether living at 
home or in residential accom¬ 
modation. is protected from ne¬ 
glect. abuse or exploitation,” 
he said. 

The aim is to replace the cur¬ 
rent patchy system of regula¬ 
tion. with a more consistent 
and coherent regime. At pre¬ 
sent, regulation is divided be¬ 
tween local authorities, health 
authorities and the Depart¬ 
ment of Health centrally. 
Some services - such as coun¬ 
cils’ own care homes, small 
children’s homes and care giv¬ 
en to people in their own 
homes — are not subject to any 
regulation. The effect will be to 
create greater central control 
over locally provided services. 

The White Paper proposes 
the creation of a Commission 
for Care Standards in each 
English region to regulate pub¬ 
lic and private sector care serv¬ 
ices provided to people in their 
own homes and in residential 
homes and to inspect private 


fostering agencies. The com¬ 
missions will have the power 
to serve enforcement notices 
on homes or service providers 
who are not meeting expected 
standards. They will also be 
able to remove homes from lo¬ 
cal authority registers. 

The ultimate'sanction will 
be to report a home ro the Sec¬ 
retary of Slate, who will have 
the discretion to send in a 
squad ro take over the facility, 
or send in a team of advisers. 

Regional Children's Rights 
Officers will be appointed to in¬ 
spect children's homes and 
make sure children are proper¬ 
ly protected. The Children's 
Rights Officers, who will re¬ 
port directly to the Chief In¬ 
spector of Social Services, will 
also ensure that the views of 
children in care are heard. 

A General Social Care Coun¬ 
cil will be established to en¬ 
sure the proper regulation and 
training of social care work¬ 
ers. One of its first tasks will 
be to develop codes of conduct. 

National standards of per¬ 
formance will be set for local 
authorities, which will be re¬ 
quired to publish annual re¬ 
ports on w’hether they have 
achieved them. 

The E3 billion for the re¬ 
forms includes £380 million 
for improving children's servic¬ 
es, £750 million to help devel¬ 
op the independence and digni¬ 
ty of social service users and 
carers, £185 million in mental 
health services provided by so¬ 
cial services and £20 million 
for staff training. 

Charities representing chil¬ 
dren, the elderly and the disa¬ 
bled gave the White Paper a 
general welcome, but there 
was disappointment that none 
of its provisions would become 
law for at least two years. 
There was disappointment too 
from children's rights cam¬ 
paigners that Mr Dobson had 
rejected their calls for the crea¬ 
tion of a national Children's 
Riahts Commissioner.

Robertson tells Chilean minis ter 
Straw will deride Pinochet’s fate

GEORGE ROBERTSON, the 
Defence Secretary, gave no 
hint of the fate awaiting Gener¬ 
al Augusto Pinochet, the 
former Chilean dictator, when 
he met the country's Foreign 
M mister yesterday. 

Despite the threat to arms 
exports to Chile. Mr Robert¬ 
son told Jose Insulza that the 
question of whether to free 
General Pinochet or agree to 
his extradition to Spain on 
charges of genocide, was out 
of his hands. 

Sehor Insulza. who has seen 
Robin Cook, the Foreign Secre¬ 
tary. and Peter Mandelson, 
the Secretary of State for 
Trade and Industry, during 
his visit to lobby government 
ministers for the release of 
General Pinochet, left for Ma¬ 
drid yesterday morning. 

Mr Robertson told him that 
the issue was not a matter for 
collective Cabinet discussion 
but was now solely in the 
hands of Jack Straw, the 
Home Secretary. Despite Mr

But it was as¬ 
sumed in London that that 
was a diplomatic excuse for 
cancelling the visit 

Also at stake fn the arms ex¬ 
port business is a sale of fight¬ 
er aircraft to Chile. The Chile¬ 
an Air Force has a require¬ 


ment for about 25 new fight¬ 
ers. British Aerospace is keen 
to sell the Chileans foe Gripen 
aircraft which it manufactures 
with Saab. If BAe were to win 
foe contract, about 40 per cent 
of the export order would be 
built in Britain. 

The psychiatric hospital 
where the general has been re¬ 
covering from spinal surgery 
and receiving treatment for a 
stress disorder has asked him 
to leave, it confirmed yester¬ 
day.

BRITAIN yesterday formed a 
new alliance with Spain's 
right-wing government to call 
on foe European Union to cre¬ 
ate jobs by reforming its la¬ 
bour markets and avoiding 
over-regulation.

Weetabix breaks Tories’ i 
fast on political funding *

THE breakfast cereal compa¬ 
ny Weetabix has emerged as 
the Tories' main corporate 
backer in a new survey on par¬ 
ty political funding. 

The company contributed 
£274.000 to the Conservatives’ 
election fund before the 1997 
poll, the largest donation 
made by an individual compa¬ 
ny in that period. 

The survey carried out by 
Labour Research, a union- 
funded group independent of 
the Labour Party, examines 
only corporate donations, not 
those by individuals. It found 
that corporate support for foe 
Tories has dwindled. 

Before the 1992 election 351 
companies gave the party 
£4.S6 million, but that figure 


fell to E2-8 million by 1997, 
with only 231 pledging mone¬ 
tary support 

That was still more than 
twice as much as the £1.2 mil¬ 
lion Labour received from pub¬ 
lic companies during 1997 and 
199S. Most , of that around 
£1 million, came from the Polir- 
ical Animal Lobby organisa¬ 
tion, whidi had hoped' it 
would legislate against hom¬ 
ing. Among other smaller do¬ 
nors, labour received £24,838 
from the rock bind Oasis's 
record company. Creation. 
Caledonian Mines gave La¬ 
bour £20000 last year, but be¬ 
fore that had given the Tories 
more than £250.000 over a 
12-year period.

Miracle town’s fourth jackpot 


A MONTH ago two work- 
males were commiserating 
with each other over losing 
their jobs. Now they are both 
multi-millionaires, having 
won foe Lottery jackpot within 
four weeks of each other. 

Benue Firm won £3.1 mil¬ 
lion cm November 4. arid last 
Saturday his friend Mick King 
scooped the £14 million roll¬ 
over. Last- night W illiam 
Hill’s, foe bookmakers, esti¬ 
mated the chances of it happen¬ 
ing again at 245 billion to one. 

The win, which Mr King, 
48, shares with his wife Jackie, 
is the fifth largest since the Na¬ 
tional Lottery started four 
years ago. They are also the 
fourth set of jackpot winners 
from Grimsby, Lincolnshire. 
The first was Eva Robinson 
who. in November 1994, was 
also the Lottery's first jackpot 
winner.

42. had become 
a millionaire. Mr King said: “I 
was really pleased when I 
heard that Bennie had won. 
but what has happened to us 
is just unbelievable." 

Mr King’s wife Jackie. 42. 
did not ten her husband about 
the jackpot when she rang him 
on Saturday night at his new 
job at an Essex oil refinery. In¬ 
stead she just told him that 
they had won around 
£200,000 after getting five 
numbers and the bonus ball. 

She stud: “I don’t tell lies but 
I didn't tell Mick the truth 
when he phoned. I didn't want 
him driving home knowing 
the amount we had really 
won." 


He said ■ yesterday:'”T‘ 


thought it was strange when I 
got home and Jackie told me to 
sit down. When she told me 
how mudi she had won, 1 just 
couldn’t take it in, I was al¬ 
most in tears. You expect that 
when a town gets one jackpot 
winner that* it and if its gets 
two then that's definitely it 
But now there have been four 
in the same town. It's amaz¬ 
ing." 

They won after Mrs King 
bought two lines instead of 
their usual single lucky dip 
ticket. “Lucky for us. it was the 
second line that won," she 
said. Now the couple, who 
have two sons. Russell, 9. and 
James, 6, plan to move house 
and take a holiday before de¬ 
riding what to do with their 
fortune.

A MAN was jailed for five 
months yesterday for refusing 
to give a blood sped men after 
an accident that foiled a seven- 
year-old girl's family and left 
her with racial injuries. 

An inquest found the crash, 
which oiphaned Emma Lucas 
six months ago, was an acci¬ 
dent but a magistrate found 
Martin Rose. 38, guilty of re¬ 
fusing to give a blood speci¬ 
men after his van collided with 
the family's car near Smeeth, 
Kent Emma’s father. Peter, 
65, and mother. Trudy, 34, 
died at the scene. Her brother. 
James. 10, died soon after and 
Emma had every bone in her 
face broken. 

Police at the scene had smelt 
alcohol on Rose’s breath and 
he had admitted he had been 
drinking lager. Ashford Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court was told that 
die accident occurred three 
months after Rose had ended 
a previous disqualification for 
drink-driving. 

Rose, a shopkeeper from 
Smeeth. was taken to a hospi¬ 
tal for a specimen of blood to 
be taken for analysis but he re¬ 
fused and demanded to see a 
lawyer. Jolyon Holden, for the 
defence, said the incident had 
had a damaging effect on 
Rose’s family life and he had 
hardly driven since. 

“His children have been 
spat on in the street and he has 
had people driving up to foe 
house and shouting offensive 
remarks," he said. “He has 
had damage caused to his 
shops. Yet as tar as the acci¬ 
dent was concerned there was 
no blame apportioned to my 
client Sending this man to 
prison will not in any sense 
punish him for what had oc¬ 
curred because the deaths 
were not his fault." 

Valerie Dawes, the presid¬ 
ing magistrate, told Rose: 
This was the third offence of a 
like nature within six years 
and for three of those years 
you were off the road. 

"You have shown total disre¬ 
gard for the driving laws in re¬ 
lation to alcohol and have 
failed to respond to noncusto¬

A BOY who suffered bead inju¬ 
ries when an upright piano 
toppled bn him in a Baptist 
church aoaepted a E725JXX) set¬ 
tlement in foe High Court 
yesterday.

manager to look after his son. 
The court heard that Tyrone, a 
twin, had suffered hearing dif¬ 
ficulties before foe accident 
but was doing wed enough at 
school and was regarded as a

When he was undergoing 
surgery after the accident doc¬ 
tors discovered he had been 
suffering from hydrocephalus 
snee birfo. This and his epilep¬ 
sy meant there had been fre¬ 
quent hospital admissions. 

His counsel. John Reddi- 
hough, said that he now had 
anite learning riiffimft ips and 
was trying to learn basic skills 
at college in South Londcai. He 
cannot remember directions 
and gets lost frequently, al¬ 
though he can now find his 
way to and from college hav¬ 
ing followed foe route so many 
times. He was unlikely to ever 
find work. 

Mr Justice Toulson, approv-' 
ing the settlement, said: “I am 
perfectly satisfied that all that 
can fairly and reasonably be 
dime, has been done. I can 
only offer my best wishes to 
this family for foe future."

A SCHOOLBOY who earned 
extra pocket money by helping 
out on a milk round was 
drowned alter the milkman ig¬ 
nored warnings and drove his 
van into a violent flash flood, a 
court was told yesterday. 

Carl Giles, 14, was swept 
away by the River leant in 
Warwickshire as he and Vin¬ 
cent Gallagher.

Mr Gallagh¬ 
er managed to escape, cling¬ 
ing to a hedgerow until he was 
rescued by a policeman. Carl's 
body was found later that 
morning, washed up under a 
bridge.

Party saved 
five from 
fatal gas 
leak in pub

A LATE night a! a school reun¬ 
ion is believed to have saved 
the lives of five guests at a 
country pub where two wom¬ 
en were killed by a carbon 
monoxide leak. 

Because the partygoers did 
not return to the pub until af¬ 
ter 2am. they were exposed to 
die gas for a shorter dme than 
Helen Marks. 31, from Raw- 
don, West Yorkshire, and Kay 
limning- from Richmond, 
southwest London, who were 
found dead in their rooms at 
the Crown Inn in Wentnor, 
Shropshire, on Sunday. 

The alarm was raised after 
two of those who went to the 
reunion at Bedstone College.

The Fordes were flown to 
Murrayfield Hospital, on the 
VVirraL Merseyside, for de¬ 
compression treatment and 
three other reunion guests 
were treated at the Royal 
Shrewsbury HospitaL The 
dead women had not been to 
the reunion. A West Mercia 
police spokesman said that an 
inquiry into the leak, believed 
to have been from a boiler, 
was continuing.

FOO TBALL managers, resiau- 
raieurs. teachers and police of- 
fia-ns have joined the social 
oliie. All four groups of hoi pol- 
loi lake their places in the high- 
esi social class underadassifi- 
caiion system unveiled by the 
Otfice for National Statistics 
yesterday. 

Blue blood is no longer a 
passport to the top rank, with 
some aristocratic landowners 
sinking below secretaries and 
footballers in the order of new 
Britain. 

The system reflects three 
profound shifts in society: the 
growth of the middle class, the 
emergence of a new petit bour¬ 
geoisie and the rising fortunes 
of women in the workforce. It 
will be used in the 2001 census. 

Working conditions and 
prospects have replaced train¬ 
ing and education as a meas¬ 
ure of an individual’s class. 
Thus football managers such 
as Alex Ferguson and restaurant¬ 
owning chefs such as Marco 
Pierre White leap in rank be¬ 
cause they manage scores of 
staff rather than because of 
their skills on the training 
ground or in the kitchen. 

Teachers and policemen 
now share the sodal dass of 
lawyers and doctors because, 
under the system, job security 
offsets poor wages. Actors, riv- 
iJ servants and nurses stay in 
the same class, but shop assist¬ 
ants. hairdressers, cooks and 
drivers move down a dass. 

Hereditary peers get no fa¬ 
vours from the system. 
Wealthy landowners who em¬ 
ploy hundreds stay in dass 1A. 
but poorer peers with only 
small farms are in dass 4—be¬ 
low secretaries, footballers 
and air stewardesses. Educa-

lion, which allowed much of 
the gentry to stay at the top of 
the soda! tree even when their 
spending power and influence 
declined, is not a factor in the 
new system. 

David Rose. Professor of So- 
riology at Essex University, 
who drew up the dassification 
system, said that changes 
were needed because the popu¬ 
lation was now roughly divid¬ 
ed into half middle class and 
half working dass. Previously, 
the working classes occupied 
four out of the six class groups. 

‘This shows the dovmfall of 
the traditional male, manual, 
muscular worker. We have a 
much more feminised work¬ 
ing dass than in the past 
There are not many coal min¬ 
ers left. Now the prototypical 
(dass 71 woridng-dass job is be¬ 
ing a cleaner,” he said. 

There are now seven classes 
for those in work and an 
eighth class for those unem¬ 
ployed and claiming benefits. 
Retired people and housewives 
are classified according to 
their former jobs. 

The system distinguishes 
primarily between those who 
are employers, self-employed 
or employees. At the fop of the 
scale are senior executives and 


other employees in a “service" 
relationship with their employ¬ 
er. They have a salary, a long¬ 
term contract, perks such as a 
pension plan and. above all. a 
considerable degree of control 
over their own jobs. At the bot¬ 
tom are employees in a "la¬ 
bour contract” relationship 
with their employers. They are 
employed on a short-term ba¬ 
sis. are paid by time or by piece, 
have no perks and no job securi¬ 
ty and can be fired easily. 

A footballer such as David 
Beckham, with a long, secure 
contract that includes perks 
such as sick pay. would make 
class 3 (intermediate occupa¬ 
tions). However, the tennis 
player Tim Henman, who 
probably earns a similar 
amount, makes only dass 4 be¬ 
cause he is self-employed, leav¬ 
ing his career at greater risk 
from injury or loss of form. 

There is a new class, class 4, 
called “the new petit bourgeoi¬ 
sie" by Professor Rose. This in¬ 
dudes the growing ranks of 
manual workers, from plumb¬ 
ers to publicans, who have left 
larger employers to work for 
themselves. 

The system more accurately 
reflects the position of women 
in the workforce. Feviously 
they were often classified ac¬ 
cording to their husband’s job. 
Under the new system 17 per 
cent of women are in dasses 
IA and IB. compared with 26 
per cent of men. In 1984 only 4 
per cent of women made it into 
the fop dass. against 13 per 
cent of men. 

The classification system 
will be used by the Govern¬ 
ment primarily to help the allo¬ 
cation of health and social serv¬ 
ices resources.

Study links ME to 


glandular fever 


jjiree quarters of all chronic fatigue 
cases axe shown to come after viral 
infections, writes Helen Rumbelow 


UPTO one in five glandular fe¬ 
ver sufferers will develop 
chronic fatigue syndrome, ac¬ 
cording to a report published 
today, which claims to prove a 
relationship between the two 
illnesses for the first time. 

The study is one of the first 
into the causes of the syn¬ 
drome, also known as ME. 
which affects about 250,000 
people in Britain but which 
was accepted as a real medical 
condition by Sir Kenneth Cai¬ 
man. the Chief MedicaJ Offic¬ 
er. only this July. 

Three quarters of those suf¬ 
fering from chronic fatigue 
syndrome (CFS) say that their 
long-term, debilitating tired¬ 
ness began after a viral infec¬ 
tion, according to Peter White, 
the principal author of the 
study. He reports in the Brit¬ 
ish Journal of Psychiatry that, 
to test a possible link, the team 
traced 250 patients over six 
months after glandular fever 
or other common viral infec¬ 
tions had been diagnosed. The 
study established that glandu¬ 
lar fever sufferers were in 
greater danger of getting 
chronic fatigue syndrome. Us¬ 


ing the British definition of the 
syndrome, 22 per cent of glan¬ 
dular fever sufferers went on 
to develop the syndrome after 
six months, four times as 
many as those with other viral 
infections. 

With the stricter American 
definition from the Centers for 
Disease Control, this fell to 9 
per cent. Both exclude psychi¬ 
atric causes of fatigue such as 
clinical depression. Even with¬ 
in the conservative definition, 
it would mean glandular fever 
accounts for 3.113 new cases of 
the syndrome each year in 
England and Wales, the report 
concluded. “The importance of

Charles Shepherd, a medi¬ 
cal director for the ME Associa¬ 
tion, said he believed that it 
proved what many doctors had 
learnt from their practices.

The mystery factor of stress 


THERE are some aspects of 
chronic fatigue syndrome 
(CFS). known to some as ME. 
that are not disputed. Patients 
are ill but why they are ill. and 
the nature of their illness, is 
controversial. It is also agreed 
that studying case histories 
suggests that, in many, the con¬ 
dition may have been trig¬ 
gered by stress, often emotion¬ 
al but on occasions physical, 
including viral infections. 

There have been difficulties 
in interpreting studies on the 
possibility that one particular 
organism is more likely to in¬ 
duce CFS. Most research has 
been retrospective; patients 
with CFS are asked about 
their health long after a possi¬ 
ble precipitating infection 
when Inevitably a variable 
memory may create a bias. As

viral infections are so com¬ 
mon, it is hand to remember ex¬ 
act details months later. 

The importance of the study 
reported in the British Jour¬ 
nal of Psychiatry is that it is a 
prospective study. A group of 
patients in general practice 
with glandular fever have 
been followed up and com¬ 
pared to those who had a com¬ 
mon or garden upper-respira¬ 
tory tract infection (a cough 
and cold). The acute fatigue 
syndrome, the weariness we 
feel after we have been ilL last¬ 


ed for eight weeks after glandu¬ 
lar fever, but only three weeks 
after upper-respiratory infec¬ 
tion. it has been judged that 9 
per cent of those who had glan¬ 
dular fever developed chronic 
fatigue syndrome and there 
are no cases after the respirato¬ 
ry tract infections. 

The probability must be 
that, the more severe the infec¬ 
tion. the greater the upset to 
the body and hence the stress. 
The greater the stress, the 
more likely that the mecha¬ 
nism which induces CFS is trig¬ 


gered. Many conditions occur 
as a result of the interaction of 
a person's particular suscepti¬ 
bility to a precipitating factor, 
this study shows CFS may be 
one such condition, as has al¬ 
ways been supposed. 

In tite past, my grandfather 
almost certainly had patients 
with CFS. but he described 
their condition as neurasthe¬ 
nia. It was thought that it 
could be triggered by influen¬ 
za. typhoid, syphilis and a host 
of bacteria] infections, as well 
as such obvious dramas as 
death, debt and divorce or 
more complex strains. More 
recently. CFS has been de¬ 
scribed as a sequel to unfamil¬ 
iar. but nevertheless stressful, 
gastrointestinal infections, as 
well as glandular fever.

A BABY of ten months left 
hospital with his parents yes¬ 
terday. six weeks after becom¬ 
ing Britain's youngest recipi¬ 
ent of a combined liver and 
bowel transplant. 

Mohammed Khan was 
born with Hirschsprung'S dis¬ 
ease, a rare condition in 
which intestinal nerves fail to 
develop normally, leading to 
chronic liver disease. He 
would have died without a 
transplant. 

Surgeons at the Children’s 
Hospital. Birmingham, de¬ 
cided to implant the liver of 
an eight-year-old boy be¬ 
cause they could not find a 
donor of Mohammed's age 
The liver, with the small bow¬ 
el still attached, had to be 
trimmed down to a quarter of 
its size The 6J*-hour opera¬ 
tion was the first of its kind 
performed in Europe 

At the time of the operation 
Mohammed weighed nine 
kilograms, about a quarter of 
tiie weight of the donor. A sur¬ 
gical team, led by the Belgian 
specialist Jean de VEUe de 
Goyet, performed the opera¬ 
tion after Mohammed's con¬ 
dition deteriorated seriously 
in June, leaving him only 
three months to live. 

“We are absolutely delight¬ 
ed with the way the operation 
went, as it now grves us the 
opportunity to offer this sur¬ 
gery to other children," said 
Mr Ville de Goyet. He said 
that his team had been forced 
to innovate because of a short¬ 
age of donors.

Similar operations have 
dramatically extended the 
lives of other patients, includ¬ 
ing a French girl who is still 
alive ten years after receiving 
a transplant at the age of one.

THREE British soldiers who 
were jailed for life without re¬ 
mission in Cyprus for the mur¬ 
der of a young Danish woman 
four years ago have won an ap¬ 
peal to have their sentences 
shortened. 

But the island's Supreme 
Court said that .their "atro¬ 
cious" crime required any new 
sentence to serve as a deter¬ 
rent and ruled that each 
should serve 25 years. Lt is still 
one of the most severe sentenc¬ 
es handed down for a killing 
in Cyprus. 

Jeff Femell, 26, from Old¬ 
bury, West Midlands; Allan 
Ford. 30. from Sutton Cold- 
Held, West Midlands; and Jus¬ 
tin Fowler. 30. from Constan¬ 
tine, Cornwall, were convicted 
nearly three years ago of ab¬ 
ducting. conspiring to rape 
and killing Louise Jensen, a 
23-year-old tour guide, in Sep¬ 
tember 1994. The three were 
heavy drinkers known as “the 


geezers" to- barmen on the 
island. 

Ms Jensen'S brother, and 
parents were in the Supreme 
Court yesterday as the judges 
recalled how she was beaten to 
death with an army spade, be¬ 
fore her naked body, which 
was almost unrecognisable, 
was buried in a makeshift 
grave. 

‘These men are murderers, 
they deserve life." her mother. 
Annette, said. 

The three judges said that 
the trial judges had erred in 
not taking into account how 
young the men were and the 
facts that they had no previous 
convictions and they were ex¬ 
tremely drunk when they 
killed Miss Jensen.

The soldiers had earlier told 
reporters chat they hoped their 
sentences would be reduced to 
a maximum of 15 years. That 
would have meant, given time 
already served and remissions 
for good behaviour, that they 
could have been freed in four 
years' time. They ceould not 
now expea to leave prison for 
at least a further 11 years, legal 
experts said. 

The three soldiers, who 
were serving in Cyprus with 
the 1st Battalion the Royal 
Green Jackets, were dishon¬ 
ourably discharged from the 
Army after their convictions. 
Their defence and appeal are 
estimated to have cost the Brit¬ 
ish taxpayer several hundred 
thousand pounds. 

"We were looking for a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of 20 years, but 
at least we got their life sen¬ 
tences overturns d." said a de¬ 
fence lawyer.

THE House of Lords is to hold 
an inquiry into plans before 
the European Parliament for a 
common judicial system to 
tackle baud. 

The proposals, drawn up un¬ 
der the aegis of the European 
Commission, envisage an 
over-arching European public 
prosecutor with similar pow¬ 
ers to the continental inVKti- 
galing. magistrate. Frauds 
would be tried by specialist 
judges, with Europe-wide pro¬ 
cedures, and not by trial by 
jury, a proposal already being 
looked at by the Home Office 
for serious frauds. 

Lord Hope of Craighead, 
the law lord, is to chair a sub¬ 
committee of the Lords' Select 
Committee on European Com¬ 
munities which will look at the 
reforms and report by Easter. 

The ideas are worrying Eu¬ 
rosceptics who see them as a 
template for a European crimi¬ 
nal justice system. They argue 
that ideas, which they say 
have bran kept under wraps, 
threaten the British justice sys¬ 
tem, trial by jury and historic 
rights such as habeas corpus. 

John Spencer, professor of 
law at Cambridge University 
and the British member of the 
eight-member working party 
which drew up the plans, yes¬ 
terday dismissed the fears as 
“europhobic nonsense". The 
idea, he said, was to find a 
common way of dealing with 
European Commission budg¬ 
etary fraud, which was costing 
taxpayers billions a year.

THE United States has en¬ 
tered the latest Middle East cri¬ 
sis with an urgent demand 
that Israel, Syria and Lebanon 
show “maximum restraint” in 
south Lebanon and avoid esca¬ 
lating foe conflict which has 
seen seven farad! soldiers 
killed in a fortnight. 

Washington's bid to cool 
tempers in advance of a trip to 
the region by President Clin¬ 
ton this month came in a 
strongly worded message 
from Madeleine Albright, the 
US Secretary of State. 

American officials were anx¬ 
ious that Israel might strike at 
sites near Syrian army posi¬ 
tions in Lebanon after a 
number of ministers called for 
retaliation against civilian fa¬ 
cilities there m response to at¬ 
tacks on Israeli troops by the 
Iranian-backed Hezbollah 
(Party of God) militia. 

“Let Beirut wake up in the 
morning without water and 
electricity and then, believe 
. me, they [foe Lebanese] will 
send farces [to restrain Hezb- 
ollahl and so will the Syrians,” 
said Avigdor Kahalani, the In¬ 
ternal Security Minister — a 
call which gained wide sup¬ 
port from Israelis across the 
political spectrum. Mr Kaha¬ 
lani made foe point that such 
attacks would also hit the Syri¬ 
an regime of .'President Assad 
because it has expanding eco¬ 
nomic interests in foe construc¬ 
tion boom in Beirut. 

The picture is further cloud¬ 
ed by a political impasse in 
Lebanon; piqued at a lack of 
overwhelming support from 
the parliament. Rafik Hariri, 
Lebanon's acting Prime Minis¬ 
ter. yesterday ruled himsdf 
out of consideration as head of 
the next administration, a deci¬ 
sion that has been accepted by 
the new Lebanese President.

The Washington confer¬ 
ence. bringing together 44 
countries, is supposed to find a 
financial solution to outstand¬ 
ing claims by families of Jews 
murdered in the Holocaust.

According to a historical re¬ 
searcher, Bradford Snell. Ford 
and GM helped Hitlers war 
effort “General Motors was 
far more important to the Nazi 
war machine than Switzer¬ 
land.” said Mr Snell, who has 
spent 20 years researching a 
history of the company.

Ford and General Motors 
deny that they had control 
over their German subsidiar¬ 
ies after Hitler had declared 
war on America in December 
1941. A Ford spokesman said 
that Ford headquarters was 
usually kept in the dark by the 
German managers. GM also 
stresses that the company did 
not “assist the Nazis in any 
way during the war”. 

But researchers claim they 
have turned up cases of Ger¬ 
man car executives meeting 
secretly in neutral countries 
such as Portugal with repre¬ 
sentatives from Detroit 

Hitler made no secret of his 
admiration for American 
mass-production techniques 
and the Volkswagen factory jn 
Wolfsburg was deliberately 
modelled on Ford. “1 regard 
Henry Ford as my inspira¬ 
tion," Hitler told an American 
reporter two years before be¬ 
coming the German Chancel¬ 
lor in 1933. 

Ford wrote anti-Semitic 
pamphlets and tried to keep 
America out of the wan in 1938 
he accepted the highest medal 
that Nazi Germany could 
award to a foreigner, the 
Grand Cross of the German 
Eagle. In the same year, a sen¬ 
ior executive for General Mo¬ 
tors received a similar medaL 
Later. Henry Ford renounced 
his anti-Semitic writings. 

General Motors’ involve¬ 
ment in Germany began in 
1935 when it opened a new fac¬ 
tory near Berlin to make 
trucks which a few years later 
would be used by the German 
Army for its attacks on Po¬ 
land.

Paris accused of delays in 


hunt for Holocaust booty

THE leader of the Jewish community in 
France has accused government officials 
of delaying tactics in the search for prop¬ 
erty stolen from Jews in the Second 
World War and stilJ held in banks, insur¬ 
ance firms or state muse ums. 

Henri Hajdcnberg. head of the Repre¬ 
sentative Council of Jewish Institutions, 
told Lionel Jospin, the Socialist Prime 
Minister, dial a project to trace the right¬ 
ful owners of looted property, launched 
by the previous conservative Govern¬ 
ment. was for behind schedule 

“Because of a lack of sufficient hinds, 
and lack of goodwill in certain ministries 
and official bodies, we fear the final offi¬ 
cial report will not be completed before 
2000.” M Hajdenberg said at an annual 
dinner hosted by the Jewish organisa¬ 
tion. M Jospin denied that officials were 
deliberately dragging their feet, but he 
pledged additional funds for the commis¬ 
sion set up to explore the provenance of 
artworks, properly and other assets that 
were stolen from Jews and are still in the 
possession of French institutions. 


M Hajdenberg said that valuable paint¬ 
ings still held in French museums after 
bang confiscated from Jews, who were 
then murdered in concentration camps 
and left no heirs, should be sold and the 
proceeds used to finance Holocaust 
memorials. 

In the same way, gold that had been sto¬ 
len by the Nazis and recovered by tire 
French authorities, should be employed 
to help needy survivors of the camps, he 
said. 

Opening a Museum of Jewish Art and 
History in Paris yesterday. President. 
Chirac also emphasised the need to com¬ 
pensate Jews robbed in France during 
the war. 

“Today 1 think of the millions of men, 
women and children who became victims 
of the murderous madness of the Nazis 
and their accomplices. The issue of com¬ 
pensation. it is true; must henceforth be 
dealt with as a matter of urgency,” M 
Chirac said. ; . .

RUSSIAN air traffic control¬ 
lers joke grimly that ageing 
equipment and staff cutbacks 
have reduced their duties to 
simply noting down take-offs 
and landings. There have 
been 36 air crashes in the Rus¬ 


sian Air Force alone over the 
past six years, claiming 276 
lives. 

A report in Novye Izvestia 
said that Russian planes had 
been “flying blind” since foe 
closure of dozens of air traffic 
control centres across the coun¬ 
try. The feet that Russia can 
barely afford to maintain its 


ageing fleet of planes is al¬ 
ready well known. 

Even at Sheremetevo II, 
Moscow^ international air¬ 
port. air traffic controllers of¬ 
ten have to visualise, foe posi¬ 
tions of incoming planes men¬ 
tally when equipment foils, 
the report alleges.

Mr Kutan controls the larg¬ 
est bloc in the current parlia¬ 
ment and argued that Presi¬ 
dent Demiref should ask him 
to form a government. Tur¬ 
key's three-party coalition col¬ 
lapsed after it foiled a vote of 
confidence last week. 

It seems unlikely, however, 
that Mr Kutan will have his 
way. One of the last acts of foe 
coalition was to drop investiga¬ 
tions into corruption involving 
Tansu Ciller, leader of the 
right-wing True Path Party, 
and Mesut Yilmaz, the caretak¬ 
er Prime Minister. This has 
led to speculation that the two 
btner rivals might resolve 
thdr difference to form a new 
coalition with a third party. 

The influential National 
Security Council met yester¬ 
day to consider the current cri¬ 
sis and the timing of the next 
election. The council urged 
changes in a law which sched¬ 
ules polling to coincide with lo¬ 
cal elections in ApriL

In the wrecked town of Ora- 
hovaa where 16 British moni¬ 
tors moved in at the weekend, 
we found Samedin Sylka, 70, 
clearing away rubble with his 
sons and grandchildren in 
their four-storey home in the 
town centre. The Serbs start¬ 
ed shelling, then they set fire to 
the houses with flame-throw¬ 
ers, "he said. Seven of his fami¬ 
ly died, including children and 
foe elderly. The Sylkas are 
farmers, but thdr tractors and 
trucks are burnt-out shells. 

An icy wind whistles 
through foe smashed windows 
of the house, in which Samed- 
tn and his sons have managed 
to make one room habitable 
with salvaged carpets and a 
wood stove. T remember the 
German and Italian wartime

A FORMER prison guard 
known as the “Serb Adolf 
yesterday became foe second 
Bosnian war crimes suspect 
to face The Hague interaa- 
tional tribunal's most serious 
charge of genocide. 

Goran Jelisic 30, has plead¬ 
ed guilty to murders, beat¬ 
ings and looting in foe spring 
of 1992. for which he faces a 
life sentence, but denies that 
his actions in a concentration 
camp were intended to “de¬ 
stroy a substantial or signifi¬ 
cant part of foe Bosnian M us- 
lim people as a national, eth¬ 
nic or religions group* 1 , as his 
genocide indictment states. 

UN prosecutors wiB seek to 
convince a three-judge panel 
that he is guDty. introducing 
new evidence concerning 
murders of Mostims and 
Croats in the town of Brcko, 
northern Bosnia. 

Jelisic, who in October re¬ 
versed his pleas and admitted 
to 12 murders to “dean his 
soul", was arrested by US 
troops of the Stabilisation 
Force in January. While at 
large he claimed he was act¬ 
ing on the orders of BOjana 
Plavsic, until recently Presi¬ 
dent of Republika Srpska 
and championed by foe West 
as a reformist

esophageal disease (GORD). Now an en¬ 
doscopic examination of the oesophagus 
would be recommended once it became 
apparent that her oesophageal reflux 
was persistent and not banished by any 
suitable medical remedy; in particular, 
the proton pump inhibitors — such 
drugs as Losec (omeprazole). Panel (rab- 


eprazole) or Prothnn 
(pantoprazofe). 

Pathologists look at 
the specimens collected 
during endoscopy by the 
surgeon in an effort to 
detect evidence of a pre- 
malignant condition. 

Barren’s oesophagus or_ 

metaplasia. Patients 
who softer persistent gastric reflux, in 
which the addic contents of the stomach 
flow back into the gullet sometimes de¬ 
velop changes, which may herald future 
cancer, in the mucosal lining at the low¬ 
er end of the oesophagus.

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Lockerbie 
and the 
legacy of 
disaster 


Ten years on, a psychiatrist reveals 
how the crash changed attitudes to 
trauma. Anjana Ahuja reports 


T he telephone call 
came two days before 
Christmas in 1988. Dr 
Gordon Turnbull, 
then an RAF psychiatrist, rec¬ 
ognised the voice instantly. 
His friend, head of mountain 
rescue in Scotland, was not 
calling to deliver a seasonal 
greeting. It was two days after 
a passenger aircraft with 259 
people on board had crashed 
at Lockerbie. Scotland. Moun¬ 
tain rescue had been called in 
to help to locale tile wreckage. 

"Their task over those two 
days must have been horren¬ 
dous," says Dr Turnbull 
“They had to locate bits of bod¬ 
ies and wreckage, and guard 
them. The rescue team had 


been showing signs of strain 
and my friend was worried 
about how it would affect 
them. I think he was con¬ 
cerned about himself, too.” 

In that new year. Dr TUm- 
bull spent ten days with 150 
men involved in the Lockerbie 
clean-up operation. He encour¬ 
aged them to talk about what 
they had seen with him. with 
each other, and with their fam¬ 
ilies. 

Hearing the experiences of 
those who dealt with the after- 
math of the Lockerbie tragedy, 
the horror of which remains 
undiminished a decade later, 
was his first encounter with 
post-traumatic stress disorder. 
Since then. Dr Turnbull. 49.

has established himself as one 
of the country's leading trau¬ 
matologists.

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image of the Army. Dr Turn- 
bull trod carefully. He worked 
hard to win access to foe 
Lockerbie mountain rescue 
team: “I went round in a camp¬ 
er van and I would nip in the 
bade and get changed in differ¬ 
ent uniforms depending on 

who 1 was speaking to. I had a 

whole wardrobe in there,' from 
tiie most formal RAF uniform 
with hat and gloves, right 
down to casual gear. "And he 
followed his own advice — Dr 
Turnbull and his team were 
themselves debriefed after re¬ 
turning from Lockerbie. 

His connection with Locker¬ 
bie did not stop there. A year 
later solicitors in the small 
Scottish town needed psychia¬ 
trists to assess local citizens to 

satioa^wr a periol^oFsix 
months. Dr Turnbull was part 
of a team headed by Morgan 
Otfonnell, a Navy psychia¬ 
trist which saw around 1.000 
people. They ranged from 
local police and fire officers to 
mortuary workers and form¬ 
ers who had woken to find 
their land strewn with body 
parts. 

Trauma is not a necessary 
consequence of a harrowing 
experience. A person must suf¬ 
fer an intense emotional reac¬ 
tion to the ordeal in order to be 
labelled traumatised. The 
most important symptoms are 
a continual reliving of the 
ordeal, through flashbacks 
and nightmares that are oui- 
side the person's control; avoid¬ 
ance behaviour, such as shun¬ 
ning friends, colleagues and 
families to avoid having to talk 
about, and therefore remem¬ 
ber. an unpleasant experience; 
and high levels of anxiety, ten¬ 
sion and vigilance, prompted 


fay a determination to avoid 
dangerous situations. The 
most important thing to da 
says Dr Turnbull, is to encour¬ 
age people to discuss their 
experiences, to defuse tire 
avoidance behaviour.

I nj-wery finanaaJ crisis, 
™re is some soul- 
searching. but the scope 
. oj the current public de- 
oate « far too narrow. The pre-■ 
vaibng doctrine on how finan- 
oal markets operate lias not 
changed. It is assumed that 
with perfect information, mar- 
keis can take care of them¬ 
selves: therefore the main task 
is to make the necessary infor¬ 
mation available and to avoid 
any interference with the mar¬ 
ket mechanism. Imposing 
market discipline remains the 
goal. 

We need to broaden the de¬ 
bate. It is time to recognise 
that financial markets are in¬ 
herently unstable. Imposing 
market discipline means im- 
, posing instability, and how 
much instability can society 
take? Market discipline needs 
to be supplemented by anotb-. 
er discipline: maintaining sta¬ 
bility in financial markets 
. ought to be an explicit objec¬ 
tive of public policy. 

To put it bluntly, the choice 
confronting us is whether we 
will regulate global financial. 
markets internationally or 
leave it to each individual state 
to protect its own interests as 
best it can. The latter bourse 
will surely lead to the break-.' 
down of the gigantic circulato¬ 
ry system, which goes under 
the name of global capitalism. 
Sovereign states can act as. 
valves within the system. They 
may not resist the inflow of 
capital but they wifi surety re¬ 
sist the outflow, once they con¬ 
sider it permanent- 
The most urgent need i$ to 
arrest the reverse flow of capi¬ 
tal.

Whatever currency Tegime 
prevails, irs bound to be 
flawed. Fluctuating currency 
rates are inherently unstable

So what is to be done? Keep¬ 
ing exchange rales flexible 
would be the safest, but ft 
would make if difficult, for the 
periphery countries to attract 
capital Combined with a cred¬ 
it insurance scheme, it could 
be a sound arrangement An¬ 
other alternative is., to con¬ 
struct a fixed exchange-rate 
system that does not break 
down. A major experiment is 
now under way in Europe: the 
creation of a single currency; 
It is based on the beliefi which 
I share, that in the long run 
you cannot have a common 
market without a common cur¬ 
rency. I believe, however, that 
the design of the euro is flawed 
because, in the long run. you 
cannot have a common curren¬ 
cy without a common fiscal 
policy, including some kind of 
pentralfsed.tax collection or tax 
redistribution. But the intro¬

_ was a political decision; the 
aws can also be corrected by 
political decisions. 

With die introduction of the 
euro, there will be three main 
currency (docks. Japan faces 
special problems and the yen 
is in a state of dynamic disequi¬ 
librium so it may be set aside 
for the moment Thus leaves 
two major currency blocks, 
with sterling floating uneasily 
between the euro and the dol¬ 
lar unless Britain decides to 
join the euro. In the past the 
major currency blocks clashed 
and crashed against each oth¬ 
er, causing major dislocations 
in toe stock and bond markets. 

The rise in the value of the 
dollar was the immediate 
cause of the Asian crisis. Go¬ 
ing further bade, currency tur¬ 
bulence touched off the Wall 
Street crash of 1987. The precip¬ 
itous rise in the yen in April 
1995 was also very disturbing. 
The need for policy coordina¬ 
tion has now been recognised 
and institutional arrange¬ 
ments have been put into 
place, but the.belief in the effi¬ 
cacy of co-ordinated interven¬ 
tion has eroded since the 
heady days of the Plaza Agree¬ 
ment of 1985, when the G-5 
agreed to co-operate in manag¬ 
ing exchange rates. 

I t is time to revisit the is¬ 
sue. The emergence of 
two main currency 
blocks will create a new 
situation. Rivalry may be dis¬ 
astrous, whereas cooperation 
may be easier to arrange be¬ 
tween two partners than it 
would be among many. Per¬ 
haps the two mam currencies 
could even be linked in a for¬ 
mal way. Linkage would re¬ 
move one of the main sources 
of instability in the global capi¬ 
talist system, but it would cre¬ 
ate new problems. 

* Could coordination work? 
Because l am sceptical about 
the euro, I must be even, more 
sceptical about a global curren¬ 
cy.

CAPITAL CONTROLS 

Having open capital mar¬ 
kets is highly desirable not 


only for economic, but also for 
political reasons. Capital con¬ 
trols are an invitation for eva¬ 
sion. corruption, and the 
abuse of power. A closed econo¬ 
my is a threat to liberty. Datuk 
Seri Dr Mohamed Mahathir 
of Malaysia followed up the 
dosing of capital markets with 
a political crackdown. 

U nfortunately inter¬ 
national financial 
markets are unsta¬ 
ble. Keeping domes¬ 
tic financial markets totally ex¬ 
posed to the vagaries of inter¬ 
national financial markets 
could cause greater instability 
than a country dependent on 
foreign capital can endure. 
Some form of capital controls 
may therefore be preferable to 
instability, even if it would not 
constitute good policy in an ide¬ 
al world. The challenge is to 
keep international financial 
markets stable enough to 
make capital control unneces¬ 


sary. A credit-guarantee 
scheme could help to accom¬ 
plish that goal. 

It is imperative that coun¬ 
tries on the periphery be en¬ 
couraged not simply to turn 
their hacks on the global sys¬ 
tem in the Malaysian manner. 
To ensure this, the IMF and 
other institutions may have to 
recognise the case for some reg¬ 
ulations on capital flows. 
There are subtle ways in 
which currency speculation 
can be disoouraged that fall 
well short of capital controls. 
Banks can be required to re¬ 
port on die currency positions 
they hold both for their own 
and for their dients' accounts 
and. if necessary, limits can be 
imposed on the sire of such po¬ 
sitions. These techniques can 
be. quite effective. Once the 
principle that some controls 
are legitimate is established, 
there could be a lot more co-op¬ 
eration between national cen¬ 
tral banks. It should be possi¬ 


ble to curb speculation with¬ 
out incurring all the harmful 
side-effects of capital controls. 

There are no permanent 
and comprehensive solutions. 
One thing is certain: financial 
markets are inherently unsta¬ 
ble; they need supervision and 
regulation. The only question 
is whether we have the wis¬ 
dom to strengthen our interna¬ 
tional financial authorities or 
do we leave ft to individual 
countries to fend for them¬ 
selves? In the latter case, we 
ought not be surprised by the 
spread of capital controls.

Micheal Gove laments the anal 


obsession of contemporary art 


O n the way out of the 
Turner Prize Exhibi¬ 
tion at the Tate Gal¬ 
lery there is a locked door 
marked "stools cupboard”. It 
probably holds a few backless 
.seats for weary attendants or 
guests at lectures. But after 
spending an hour inspecting 
the exhibits of those artists 
shortlisted for the prize, which 
is awarded tonight, I would 
not have been surprised if the 
cupboard stored a different 
sort of stool collection. It 
would have been entirely in 
keeping. 

That is not a value judg¬ 
ment, let alone a desire to 
shock, merely a factual reflec¬ 
tion of the material on display. 

One of the shortlisted art¬ 
ists. Chris Ofili, has festooned 
his pictures with elephant 
dung and the canvases them¬ 
selves rest on dried elephant 
stools. Mr Ofili’s fascination 
with waste matter is not 
restricted to its deployment as 
decoration, but also to its 
invocation in heroic terms. 
One of his works, with an 
explicit biblical reference, is 
entided The Adoration of 
Captain Shit and the Legend 
of the Black Stars. Mr Ofili’s 
interest in the excremental is 
far from being an 
idiosyncratic tic. It 
seems to be a recur¬ 
ring motif in mod¬ 
em art 

Gilbert and 
George, who won 
the prize in 1986, 
devoted their 1995 
exhibition to giant 
photographs of 
their own motions. 

A 1994 photopiece 
wittily places one 
stool on top of an¬ 
other to create a 
crucifix.

artistic practice when he dis¬ 
played a urinal in a gallery in 
1917. He sought to challenge 
notions of wnat was art by 
offering his "Fountain" as an 
exhibit for the Society of 
Independent Artists in New 
York and the notion of the 
readymade, an object from the 
outside world projxKed as art. 
was bom. Such is the nature of 
artistic evolution this century 
that the readymade has now 
become not the sewer, but the 
sewage. 

It is a commonplace of 
reactionaries when confronted 
with modem art to declare 
that "a child could have done 
it”. But no child could have 
done as Beuys. Ofili. Gilbert 
and George have done. As 
Sigmund Freud has pointed 
out. the anal stage of human 
development when individu¬ 
als generally play with faecal 
matter passes early in their 
infancy. By the time we be¬ 
come children, rather than 
babies, we are more civilised 
than that. 

When the Turner Prize exhi¬ 
bition is not anal, it is banal. 
There is little that is either 
elevating or intellectually pow¬ 
erful in the show. Two of those 
shortlisted, Tarita Dean and 
Sam Taylor-Wood, 
are scarcely artists 
at all. but simply 
rather limited cam¬ 
era operators. 
They use film in so 
stilted a manner 
they make Charlie 
Chaplin look cut¬ 
ting edge. 

They qualify for 
inclusion, howev¬ 
er. by their em¬ 
brace of modem 
media even though 
their fixed and nar- 


Gtlbert and George were 
themselves part of what the 
writer Louisa Buck calls a 
“time-honoured tradition of 
ordure in art*'. Her Moving 
Targets; A User's Guide to 
Modem Art has been pub¬ 
lished by the Tate to help the 
, public appreciate the context 
in which the Turner Prize jury 
operates. The title itself. Mov¬ 
ing Targets. may perhaps be a 
knowing reference to the ex¬ 
pelled motions which entrance 
contemporary artists. Ms 
Buck records that the Italian 
Piero Manzonj. who was ex¬ 
hibiting at the Serpentine 
Gallery earlier this year, 
canned and sold his own 
excrement and the American 
Mike Kelley “has made draw¬ 
ings of huge beribboned 
turds”. All were, of course, 
working in the dark shadow of 
the European master Joseph 
Beuys, who blazed a coprophil- 
iac trail when he first smeared 
faeces on his own work. 

If only, Gerry Adams must 
be thinking, he had read Ms 
Buck's work while in the Maze 
prison. Never mind his failure 
to get a share of the Nobel 
Peace Prize, the IRA’s dirty 
protest could have been in the 
running for the Turner. Fter- 
haps even now he could be 
mounting a retrospective with 
Jimmy Boyle, another excre¬ 
ment-smearing ex-convict, 
who turned the chamber pot to 
an imaginative use which 
eluded even Marcel Duch¬ 


amp. 

ft was M Duchamp who 
pioneered the trend towards 
“conceptual art" which in¬ 
forms so much of today's 


row deployment of its resourc¬ 
es is truly reactionary. Those 
artists who prefer to work in 
more traditional media now 
have to command attention, 
like Marcel Duchamp before 
them, with toilet gimmickry. 

Chris Ofili uses paint with a 
degree of technical virtuosity 
but it is die dung that gets him 
noticed. His rival. Cathy de 
Monchaux, displays considera¬ 
ble skill as a sculptor. But 
while Mr Ofili uses one orifice 
to shock. Ms de Monchaux 
uses another. Her structures 
pointedly recall female genita¬ 
lia in a manner which only 
encourages ennui. 

The novelist Anthony Bur¬ 
gess'S most famous fictional 
character. Mr Enderby. was a 
writer whose muse would only 
inspire him when he was on 
the lavatory, it now seems that 
Mr Enderby's affliction has 
become an epidemic. 

There is. to paraphrase 
Louisa Buck, another "time- 
honoured tradition” of ordure 
in art. Generations of writers 
have used it as a metaphor for 
the capacity of money to 
corrupt and demean higher 
values. From Alexander Pope 
in The Dundad to Charles 
Dickens in Our Mutual 
Friend, the pursuit of brass 
has led men to muck. The 
commercialisation of creativi¬ 
ty, celebrated by the Culture 
Secretary Chris Smith in his 
defence of the export-earning 
potential of contemporary 1 an, 
and embodied by die celebrity 
showmanship of the Turner 
Prize, has taken us all on a 
wrong turning. We are 
trapped in a cupboard of 
stools.

N ever mind the body zone. 

We all know bodies: they 
are boringly familiar, we 
live in than, and never a 
night passes on television without 
some eager-beaver inviting us on a 
voyage of discovery up his nostril, or 
a camera crew stalking a waddle of 
nudists. By the time the Millennium 
Dome opens, we shall be sick of the 
sight of bodies, even giant ones with 
two torsos and a walk-through 
elbow. 

The mind zone might be worth a 
stroll, although I have to say that I 
favoured the late Ted Hughes's idea 
that we should make the entire Dome 
into a replica human brain. It 
already looks like the top inch of a 
very large bald-headed man who has 
inadvertently sunk into a Thameside 
bog, his few thin hairs standing on 
end in alarm.

as the Tent of Spiritual Holiness and 
Transcendental Rows about the 
Trade Secretary and the Hindujas. 
Then rest, global, environmental, 
transport, play zones: but the really, 
really worrying one is the Zone of 
National Identity. 

Was there ever a more baleful 
string of words (except perhaps 
Ministry of Rest and Culture?) In this 
zone we are promised that artists will 
invoke “Britishness". I wish they had 
left it out. I feel ill thinking about it. 

For the notion of trying to define 
national identity, particularly with 
the aid of what now passes for 
"artists”, brings on a chill remiscem 
of such lines as “We must talk about 
where this marriage is going" and 
"The company is reprioritising its 
integrated structural targeting", both 
of which mean “Get out, quick”. The 
Zone of National Identity could be 
the final proof that we no longer have 
one. If national feeling does not flow 
effortless and unlabelled through the 
whole exhibition, it won’t be captured 
by one hastily cobbled slice. 

VVha are we, anyway? And if we 
dont know by instinct, how can a 
zone possibly help? It is darkly 
significant that the co-sponsor of it is 
Marks & Spencer this comes at a 
moment when it is being widely

reported that its sales are down 
because we have become so un-Brit¬ 
ish as to spurn boring, warm, decent, 
durable clothes for funky ones with 
designer labels and defective zips.

THE PINOCHET EFFECT 

Chilean democracy faces a subtle but substantial threat 

After an intensive set of talks in London, 

Jose Miguel Insulza, Chile’s Foreign 
Minister, travelled to Spain yesterday to' 
ask ministers there to fari State General 
Augu5tof$nochetis retumtol^oosatry- It 
will soon become dear wfrether his efforts 
have had any effect on Jack StraW, who 
now has ten days iri which to decide' 
whether to allow extradition hearers to 
run their course. Senor Insulza has made 
his case with chaim and dignity. His own 
record of enforced erite during toe Pinochet 
era. and his standing as a leader (rf Chile’s 
Socialist Party, allow him to speak with 
special credibility. His words, though, are 
not driven by a charitable spirit alone buta 
realistic assessment of the Pinochet effect 
on Chilean democracy. 

The threat that now faces Chile is subde 
but still substantial; The General's en¬ 
forced departure from this country to 
Spain is unlikely to lead straight to tanks 
massing outside the presidential palace. 

The military command has little enthusi¬ 
asm for overthrowing toe established 
order. But there is a real chance of 
instability short of insurrection. Although 
the new Army Cmnmander, General 
Ricardo Izurieta, is committed to civilian 
rule, there are numerous individual offic¬ 
ers who might use their troops to 
undertake a show of strength and then 
dare their superiors to impose sanctions. 

Even without such an overt challenge, 
the army is still in a position to make life 
for the politicians extremely difficult The 
military enjoys a reserved set of seats in the 
Senate, whose influence over the 1980 
constitution that General Pinochet set 
down for his successors is considerable.. 

The armed forces can, in effect control 
appointments within their ranks and they 


have an index-linked budget A slow 
process had begun, unofficially suspended 
in the past six weeks, of ceding same 
accountability over these unsatisfactory 
arrangements. ' 

The men in uniform, however, may not 
be . the most potent threat to democracy. 
The General’s fate has divided the current 
centre-left Government in Chile but it has 
had a much more dangerous impact on the 
centreright Opposition. Chile’s conserva¬ 
tives have never had much enthusiasm for 
parliamentary procedure but had started 
to reconcile themselves to recent develop¬ 
ments. That process is crucial to toe 
creation of a proper pluralist democracy. 

It is not inevitable. The Chilean Right is 
divided between two nominally allied but 
very distinct political parties. One, toe 
National Renewal Party, happily embraces 
democracy. It faces intense competition 
from fixe Independent Democratic Union 
(IDU).whose stand on economic and social 
issues has strong echoes of the Pinochet 
era. This second force has wrapped itself in 
the General's cause and forced toe 
National Renewal Party in toe same 
direction. A process of political conver¬ 
gence is showing every sign of reverting to 
polarisation. Chile now faces a divisive 
presidential election next year between 
socialist and nationalist contenders. 

Most serious commentators in Santiago 
concede that toe General's arrest has 
already triggered Chile's most serious 
crisis this decade. The fate of democratisa- 
tion, if not necessarily democracy itself, has 
become disturbingly uncertain. That is the 
message thatPresidenl Fra and now Senor 
Tnstdza have taken to the British Govern¬ 
ment There is no reason to believe that 
they are bluffing.

Sir. Now that the law lords have 
pronounced on the immunity aspects 
of the Pinochet case, there is a danger 
that it will turn on over-simplified 
issues such as “seeing justice done". 
In foreign policy, the ethical path is 
not always so easy to distinguish and, 
even when it is, other weighty issues 
often cut across it 
1 was appointed British Ambassa¬ 
dor in Chile in April 1973 and 
continued to serve there, after the 
September takeover by the military, 
until 1976. I knew both President 
Allende and General Pinochet AJ- 
lende tried to bring in a Marxist 
regime by parliamentary methods, a 
danger to all in those Cold War days. 


He operated by manipulating toe 
constitution and brought toe country 
to anarchy and ruin. 

When toe Chilean Armed Forces 
eventually moved against him, they 
did so ruthlessly and installed a 
regime which, though it restored 
stability and eventually the economy, 
was for coo long accompanied by 
extreme brutality. It was a classic case 
of tyranny following anarchy. 

In December 1975, my embassy 
managed with difficulty to secure the 
release of a British subject Sheila 
Cassidy, who had been tortured. 
Immediately after that I was with¬ 
drawn and there was no British 
Ambassador to Chile until 1980. Since 
then, reinforced by the peaceful 
handover of power to the politicians, 
diplomatic relations between toe two 
countries have remained undisturbed 
and cordial. 

1 hope that the Government’s 
decision on General Pinochet will be 
taken in the round, and not just in 
response to the feelings of those 
people and their families who suffered 
in the past, dreadful as their suffer¬ 
ings were. Chile has been our 
traditional friend since the early 19th 
century when we fought for her 
independence; a vigorous British 
community has always lived and 
worked there; Chile was helpful when 
we were in trouble over the Falklands. 
And what about British trade and 
traders? Can we dismiss the appeals 
of the present friendly Government — 
and should we ignore toe disturbing 
effect which this buarre arrest is 
having on the stability of the country's 
new and carefully contrived constitu¬ 
tion? 

Now is toe time for looking 
constructively to the future: not for 
renewing tensions of the past. I hope 
that, in reaching its derision, the 
Government will give due weight to 
foreign policy considerations: I be¬ 
lieve that these call for the immediate 
return of this elderly general to Chile.

Westward bound 
to see the eclipse 

From Mr Brian H. Parker 

Sir. Your leading article. “Follow toe 
soaraway sun” (November 26), re¬ 
minds us that rather more can be 
learnt from records of ancient eclipses 
than facts of history. 

Following toe decipherment of 
cuneiform in toe middle of the last 
century, toe inscription on a clay 
tablet was found to refer to a toial 
eclipse of the Sun at Larissa, where 
toe Little Zab flows into toe Great 
Zab. At toe time of the eclipse, 556BC. 
the town was occupied by toe Medes 
but being besieged by the Persians 
who. it appears, took advantage of the 
sudden darkness to take the town. 

When this new discovery came to 
toe notice of toe Astronomer Royal, he 
made calculations and concluded that 
a total eclipse did indeed occur at toe 
latitude of Larissa in the year in 
question, but after dark at Larissa 
itself. 

The discrepancy was eventually 
found to be the increasing length of 
toe day as the Earth’s rotation is 
slowed by the Moon through tidal 
friction. The sum of this infinitesimal 
change, day on day. added up to some 
six hours, enough to place Larissa 
back under the eclipsing Sun. 

For those relieved to learn that their 
instinctive feeling that each day of 
their lives seems longer than toe 
previous day is supported by astro¬ 
nomical calculation, toe actual length¬ 
ening is all of one twenty millionth of 
a second.

The phlegmatic Fern readily 
agreed, and cm June 12 the opera- 
hem finally got airborne in anger. 
Scattering horses in the fields and 


frequently having to pull up to 
avoid high tension cables, Gatward 
pressed on to Paris in spite of an 
alarmingly high temperature in his 
port engine. What he did not know 
was that the remains of a crow they 


had hit shortly after takeoff was 
jammed in the radiator. 

Catching sight of the Eiffel 
Tower 30 miles out. Gatward used 
it to steer them towards the target 
At 1227 hours the Beaufighter 
arrived over the Champs Ely sees 
only to find ii deserted. Though an 
intelligence leak was subsequently 
suspected, it seems more likely that 
foe Germans, alerted by foe sound 
of foe Beaufighter’s engines on its 
approach to Paris, had sensibly 
decided not to parade in the open. 

Gatward had, however, been 
aliened a secondary target for his 
cannon. Having dropped the Tricol¬ 
our over the Arc de Triomphe, he 
turned his aircraft to the French 
Ministry of Marine building, then 
occupied by the German Kriegs- 
morine, and raked it with shells. 
Although the damage was light — 
smashed windows and pitted stone¬ 
work — the affront to Nazi dignity 
was deeply satisfying, and Parisian 
morale was considerably improved 
by foe spectacle of the RAF ranging 
at wiB over the capital at a time 
when the Allies seemed to be 
suffering nothing but discomfiture 
and defeat in all the theatres of war. 
Gatward was awarded the DFC, 
Fern the DFM, for their remark¬ 
able effort. 

Ken Gatward was born and 
brought up in Hornsey. North 
London, where his father was a 
police inspector. He himself was 
foe director of a small family 
business, making carrier bags and 
packaging in the years before foe 
war. but he loved flying. In 1937 he 


joined the RAFVR. transferring to 
foe RAF on foe outbreak of war. 
His first operations were with No 
53 squadron, flying Blenheims 
against occupied French pons after 
Dunkirk, to disrupt the build-up of 
foe German invasion barges, in 
November 1941 he joined 236 
Squadron just after it had ex¬ 
changed its Blenheims for Beau- 
lighters. 

No 236 was one of three squad¬ 
rons in foe first of Coastal Com¬ 
mand's Strike Wings, special units 
designed to harry enemy shipping 
along the enemy-occupied coasts of 
northern Europe. At first die low 
flying Beaufighters sustained 
heavy losses. But as experience 
began to mount and tactics im¬ 
proved. No 236 began to make 
coastal waters far too hot for 
German convoys, as well as for 
neutral ships running cargoes 
through the British blockade. By 
foe middle of 1943 Swedish skip¬ 
pers were demanding a bonus of 
300 per cent for risking their ships 
in foe vicinity of Rotterdam. Eur¬ 
ope's largest port and one which, 
unlike Hamburg, had not suffered 
foe devastating attentions of 
Bomber Command. 

After his Paris exploit Gatward 
had been posted to Gibraltar as 
ADC to the Governor. But in.foe 
spring of 1943 he was back on 
operations with 404 Squadron, a 
tough Royal Canadian Air Force 
unit. When its CO was shot down 
Gatward was given command, a 
daunting assignment given foe 
Canadians' legendary unruliness 


and insubordination to British 
superiors (Douglas Bader had 
earlier found the same when put in 
charge of 242 Squadron). 

However. Gatward soon won the 
respect of his flying men and 
ground crews, and was pfo Jn 
charge of foe wing of which 404 
was a pan, in harness with his old 
squadron. No 236. After the Nor¬ 
mandy landings foe wing ranged 
far and wide down the Normandy 
and Brittany coastlines, wreaking 
havoc on German shipping. On 
one sortie on August 8,1944. it sank 
four German minesweepers in a 
devastating display of foe cannon 
and rocket fire which foe Beaufight¬ 
ers could deliver. 

Gaiward was awarded a DSO 
and a further DSC for his leader¬ 
ship and bravery. He made his last 
operational flight on August 14. 
3944, sinking a harbour defence 
vessel in foe Bay of Arachon, south 
of the Gironde. But his Beaufighter 
was hit by flak in the attack, and he 
had to nurse it carefully back, to its 
base at Davidstow Moor. Corn¬ 
wall, with a smashed port aileron 
and badly damaged port engine. 
By that time Coastal Command, 
hard taskmasters though they 
were, had decided he should be 
re>ied from operations. But this 
was noi foe end of his flying career. 
Converting to jets in the postwar 
period, he did a good deal of lest 
flying on foe Gloster Meteor. 

In retirement from the RAF he 
enjoyed sailing his ketch Flap at 
Walton on the Naze. He leaves his 
widow Bam: they had no children. 


YEFIM GELLER 


ANN SWANTON 


Yefim Gefler, chess 
grandmaster and world 
championship candidate, 
died in Moscow on 
November 17 aged 73. He 
was born in March 1925. 

YEFIM GELLER was one of 
foe leading representatives of 
the Soviet school which domi¬ 
nated world chess from 1948, 
when Mikhail Botvinnik b& 

. came the first Soviet cham¬ 
pion, until 1972. when its 
hegemony was briefly smashed 
by the victory of Bobby Fischer 
against Boris Spasst^. Dur¬ 
ing this quarter century of 
Soviet preeminence, Gefler 
won the Soviet championship 
itself an one occasion, consist¬ 
ently carried off high prizes.in 
that competition, and qualK 
fled on six occasions, for the 
candidates* tournament 40 dec¬ 
ade foe challenger to foe 
world championship. 

Gefler. whose record- 
against work! champions was 
probably unrivalled far one 
who did not rise to that peak, 
also won numerous first prizes 
in international tournaments 
and established a reputation 
for uncompramiring play, pro¬ 
found theoretical knowledge 
and immense accuracy in the 
analysis of critical positions. 

When. Botvinnik. the reign¬ 
ing world champion, saved an 
apparently hopeless endgame 
against Bobby Fischer in the 
1962 Chess Olympiad at Var-

na. Geflers overnight work on 
the adjourned position was 
widely credited asbemg instru¬ 
mental in salvaging adraw for 
foe Soyia side. $o it was no 
accident ihat he was refected 
by foe later Soviet world 
champions, Boris Spassky 
and Anatoly Karpov, to form 
part of their theoretical and 
analytical teams for foar own 
world championship dashes. 

GeBertf visits to Britain 


were rare, but in 1975, when 
his world championship ca¬ 
reer was already over, he 
scored a convincing victory in 
the Alexander Memorial tour¬ 
nament at Middlesbrough, 
ahead of Soviet rivals such as 
Vassily Smyslov and David 
Bronstein, and . the leading 
English players, inducting 
Tony Miles. Michael Stean 
and WflKam Hartston. In 1979 
GeUer proved that his playing 


days were not over when once 
again, this time in his mid- 
fifties. he took first prize in the 
Soviet championship. 

Yefim Petrovich Gefler was 
bom in Odessa in the Ukraine 
and came to prominence in 
1949 by tying for third place in 
the 17th Soviet championship. 
By 1951 he had unproved 
enough to share second place 
with Tigran Retrosian. ahead 
of Vassily Smyslov and Botvin¬ 
nik, the incumbent world 
champion. 

Golfer's rise to the status of a 
world championship candi¬ 
date was now assured, and his 
advance was additionally 
marked by his first place (after 
a play-off match against Smys¬ 
lov) in foe 22nd Soviet champi¬ 
onship held in 1955. Although 
he won this championship by 
scoring 12 points out of 19, he 
lost no fewer than five games, 
a record for the eventual 
winner of this tournament 
This high level of defeat on foe 
path to victory was clear 
evidence of his character as a 
player uncompromising, dog¬ 
ged and always prepared to 
take a risk if foe remotest 
chance of victory remained. 

Although his campaign to 
become world champion was 
ultimately thwarted. Geflerts 
record in the qualifying compe¬ 
titions was highly impressive. 
In his first candidates’ tourna¬ 
ment in 1953, he shared sixth 
place with the Argentine grand-

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master Miguel Najdorf. In 
1956 he shared third place, 
and in 1962 he reached his 
peak, finishing second equal 
with Paul Keres. behind Petro¬ 
sian, but subsequently losing 
foe play-off match to Keres. 

In foe candidates' competi¬ 
tion of 1965 Gefler readied foe 
semi-final, and in 196S and 
1971. his last two appearances 
at that level, he played in the 
quarterfinals losing first to 
Spassky and then to Korchnoi. 

Gefler was proud of his 
extraordinary personal record 
against a long series of world 
champions: he was ahead on 
games or level against Dr 
Max Euwe (1-1). Botvinnik 
(4-1), Smyslov (11-8), Tigran 
Petrosian (5-3). Bobby Fischer 
(5-3) and Mikhail Tal (6-6). 
and trailed in games only 
against Boris Spassky, Ana¬ 
toly Karpov and Garry Kas¬ 
parov. This is almost certainly 
the best record by a non-cham¬ 
pion against world champions 
combined as a group. 

In 1976, when Gefler had 
already abandoned any seri¬ 
ous’ aspiration to be world 
champion, he nonetheless 
stunned the chess world by 
playing one of the most bril¬ 
liant combinations ever seen 
against the reigning world 
champion Anatoly Karpov. 
This took place in the 44th 
Soviet championship, where 
Karpov won first prize and 
lost only this one game. 



While GcOen Black. Karpov 
Here GeUer launched a 
stunning attack with the 
amazing gueen sacrifice 25 
Qxe6, which ultimately led 
to his victory. It took cour- 


on. since he was at the time 
employed as one of Kar¬ 
pov’s analytical assistants. 

GeUer wrote two major 
books. Grandmaster Gel- 
ler at the Chessboard and 
The Application of Chess 
Theory, * collection of his 
best games. He is survived 
by ms wife, Oxana, a 
former ballet-dancer, and 
their son.

Ann Swan ton. pianist, 
golfer and painter, died 
on November 23 aged 87. 

She was born on 
July 2,1911. 

IN THE cricketing termin¬ 
ology dear to her husband, 
Ann Swanton was an all- 
rounder. She was a gifted 
pianist and composer who 
performed duets with Noel 
Coward and Don Bradman, 
played golf at championship 
level off a four handicap, and 
was sufficiently talented as a 
painter for an Australian 
Prime Minister to purchase 
her art. 

Ann Swanton and her hus¬ 
band, E. W. (“Jim”) Swanton. 
the prominent cricket writer 
and broadcaster, were staying 
with Ian Fleming at Golden 
Eye in Jamaica when Coward 
invited her to join him at his 
two grand pianos. He was so 
taken with her ability that they 
were duetting away for an 
hour, she whistling while "The 
Master" sang. E. W. Swanton 
recalled in his autobiography 
that this was his proudest 
moment. 

Her compositions included 
a Rhapsody for Piano and 
Orchestra, and music commis¬ 
sioned for the 1948 production 
of Othello at Srratford by foe 
Royal Shakespeare Company. 
She also published popular 
songs, such as Sometimes I 
Think of Spring, which was 
featured in broadcasts by 
Geraido and his Orchestra. 
She had played in a jazz chib 
in London, and only recently 


bought a new piano. In the 
week before she died, she 
finished a recording of her 
own music to raise funds for 
her church in Sandwich, 
where she worshipped as a 
devout Anglican and had sung 
in foe choir. 

Ann Marion Swanton was 
the daughter of R. H. De 
Montmorency, a noted sports¬ 
man and a housemaster at 
Eton whose pupils included 
Brian Johnston and Hum¬ 
phrey Lyttelton. Hence from 
an early age she was familiar 
with foe games-playing life, 
which stood her in good stead 
when she accompanied her 
second husband on cricket 
tours overseas. {She was mar¬ 
ried first to George Carbutl, a 
chartered accountant, and had 
two children. He died when 
she was 45.) 

Her education ai foe Royal 
College of Music had nurtured 
an enthusiasm for the Gersh¬ 
win style, and during the war 
she performed in concerts for 
servicemen who were wound¬ 
ed or on leave. She learnt her 
golf at St Andrews and be¬ 
came one of the first women to 
wear trousers on the links. 
This was in the days when a 
notice at St George’s pro¬ 
claimed: “Women are re¬ 
quired to remove their trou¬ 
sers before entering the Club 
House." She played in the 
English Ladies Championship 
and won the Central England 
mixed foursomes. 

When she gave up golf in 
1963. she took up painting, 
concentrating particularly on 


flowers and landscapes in 
pastel shades. 

Sir Robert Menzies visited 
an exhibition in Sandwich in 
his days as Lord Warden of 
the Cinque Forts and pur¬ 
chased a portrait of Frank 
Woolley, foe great Kent and 
England cricketer, which 
hangs now in foe museum at 
Melbourne Cricket Club. She 
painted and sold her work 
locally until her lasr illness. 
Another enthusiasm was de¬ 
signing pioures and table tops 
with shells. 

Her second marriage lasted 
for 40 years, from 1958. She 
swifdy took to following crtc- 
ket and entertaining cricketers 
— her husband founded his 
own dub. foe Arabs — and she 
regularly attended the festival 
week at Canterbury. She de¬ 
signed foe garden of the house 
she and her husband built on 
the cricket-loving island of 
Barbados, which they kept for 
eight years until their view 
was impaired by the Govern¬ 
ment’s building poliries. 

She and Jim Swanton set¬ 
tled in Sandwich in 19f>.» 
There she used her skills in 
interior design to renovate an 
ancient rundown lodging 
house for homeless men. with 
a moat running in front of it. 

Ann Swanton was calm, 
kind and a little reserved. Her 
husband, who continues to 
write regularly and luridly on 
cricket at the age of 91. 
respected the fact that she had 
her own consuming interests. 
He survives her, as do her two 
sons.

Though we cannot believe that the retelling 
of (his (ale was worth all the tears and dollars 
that have been expended upon it. it has the 
advantages of dear narrative and. in the 
circumstances, reasonable restraint.

scene in which Sally, in her wedding-dress, ii 
waiting for her bridegroom, who does noi 
come. Modi of this is treated in the ordinary 
convention — the face that grows larger so 
that you may see the tears, the clock that 
springs up from nowhere to indicate the fatal 
hour. and. of all things, an umbrella for the 
bride which ua* seemingly introduced in the 
cause of humorous naturalism and succeeded 
only in making Sally's unhappiness absurd. 
But in contrast with this were two fragments 
of originality. First, while she was sitting 
miserably on the bed. Sally's eyes fell on the 
white satin shoes she was still uselessly 
wearing, and we see them through her eyes. 
Secondly, when she had tom off her finery 
and flung herself on the floor, we were again 
drawn, by a sene- of ingenious changes ol 
point ol view, into a momentary sharing of 
her distress.

Apen^tage share of the net bene¬ 
ficial interest in a house was an as¬ 
set in its own right and an "equiia- 

ble interest in iand"within the defi- 
ration of “property" in paragraph 
1(1) of Schedule 3AU) the Child Sup¬ 
port (Maintenance Assessments 
and Special Cases) Regulations (SI 
1992 No 181$). as inserted by die 
Child Support and Income Sup¬ 
port (Amendment) Regulations (SI 
1995 No 1045). 

The fact that it was less than the 
whole did not prevent it from being 
a "qualifying transfer" under para¬ 
graph 1 ( 1 ) and thus capable of re¬ 
ducing the amount of child support 
maintenance to be paid by an ab¬ 
sent parent to the parent with care 
or the child under the child support 
maintenance assessment. 

.The Court of Appeal so slated 
dismissing an appeal by the Secre¬ 
tary of Stare for Soda! Security 
from the decision of a child support 
commissioner.

The commissioner had set aside 
a decision of the child support ap¬ 
peal tribunal and remined the case 
to a child support officer to recalcu¬ 
late the child support maintenance 
assessment of the absent father.

The initial effect of the court or¬ 
der was to transfer to the mother a 
further 30 per can of the beneficial 
interest in the property in addition 
to the 50 per cent to which her pre¬ 
vious right as joint owner already 
entitled her. 

However, the 30 po* cent did not 
all become hers outright because 
of the annual dawback to the fa¬ 
ther of 1 per cent for each year from 
September 1989 white he continued 
to pay the marigafte and the proper¬ 
ty remained unsold. 

Under the terms of the order she 
had no right to insist on a sale for 
the next 10 years while remaining 
at the property until their son 
reached 15 in 199% so chat if no oth¬ 
er rearrangement took place die 
beneficial shares would revert 
from 80/20 to 70/30 reducing what 
she received under the court order 
from 30 per cent to 20 per cent be¬ 
fore she could insist on a realisa¬ 
tion. 

The order effectively transferred 
a 20 per cent interesr in the proper¬ 
ty to the mother iic^ her own abso¬ 
lute benefit, the further 10 per cent 
not being wholly for her own imme¬ 
diate ana absolute benefit because 
of the dawback provision.

(b) which was made between the 
absent parent and either the par¬ 
ent with care or a relevant child (c) 
which was made at a time when 
the absent parent and the parent 
with care were tmng separate and 
apart (d) the effect of which is that 
the parent with care or a relevant 
duld is beneficially entitled (sub¬ 
ject to any mortgage or charge) to 
the whole of the asset transferred; 
and (e) which was ntx made ex¬ 
pressly for the purpose only of com¬ 
pensating the parent with care for 
the loss of any right to apply for or 
receive periodical payments or a 
capital sum in respect of herseLL." 

Mr Steven Kovals for the secre¬ 
tary of state: the father in person. 


LORD JUSTICE SIMON 
BROWN said that there was no dis¬ 
pute before the commissioner that 
conditions (a) (b)(c) and fe) of para¬ 
graph 1(1) were satisfied. 

It was the secretary of stale's 
case, however, that condition (d) 
could not be met as the mother 
“did not end up with die entire ben¬ 
eficial interest in the house". 

The critical passages in the com¬ 
missioners derision rejecting that 
argument were: “I accept the sub¬ 
missions of the father and the child 
support officer, and reject those of 
the secretary of state. There cannot 
f think be any doubt that a percent¬ 
age share of the net beneficial inter¬ 
est in a house is an asset transfera¬ 
ble in its own right and ‘an equita¬ 
ble interest in land' within the defi¬ 
nition of ‘property' in paragraph 
1(1) of Schedule 3A. The fact that it 
is less than the whole does not 
therefore prevent h from being the 
subject matter of a ‘qualifying 


transfer-The jdain and unambig¬ 
uous words of the conditian are sat¬ 
isfied if the transferee bectaissben- 
eBdaOy entitled lo the whole of the 
particular property transferred-” 

The secretary of state argued 
that in order to satisfy condition (d) 
the transfer had to result in the 
mother holding the entire equita¬ 
ble interest in foe former matrimo¬ 
nial home. 

Plainly it did not rather the fa¬ 
ther retained an interest of 20 per 
cent, plus a further, contingent and 
accumulating 10 per cent interest 
arising from his payment of foe 
monthly mortgage instalments. 

That, the re fore, was a partial, 
not a whole, asset transfer. The 
words which foe secretary of stare 
emphasised in condition (d) were 
“the whole of the asset”. 

The word “asser. Mr Kovals 
pointed out. was used in distinc¬ 
tion to the word “property". “Prop¬ 
erty" was defined to include “a fe¬ 
ral interest or an equitable interest 

inland". 

The different word “asser, there¬ 
fore, was intended to refer by con¬ 
trast to a physical item, the boose, 
in which it was possible to have le¬ 
gal and equitable interests. 

The commissioner was said to 
have erred in conflating foe words 
“asser and "pro p e rt y". While it 
was true that foe mother received 
the whole of the “property" trans¬ 
ferred: namely the 20 per cent 
share transferred outright, the ef¬ 
fect of that transfer was stiQ not 
such as to leave her with the whole 
of the bouse. 

The argument was in his Lord- 
slop's judgment an impossible 
<hk. Ants heart lay the proposition 
that “asset" in audition (d) must re¬ 
fer to a physical item, here the mat- 


l im onia l borne. Two difficulties im¬ 
mediately rose. 

First, in the same Schedule, as¬ 
set, in the context of “business as¬ 
ser, was defined to indude “an in¬ 
terest in land". The secretary of 
stare’s submission required it to be 
given a wholly different meaning 
m oonditioa (d). 

Second and perhaps more prob¬ 
lematic still, what condition (d) re¬ 
quired was that the transferee be 
left with “the whole of the asset 
transferred", not foewhaleof some¬ 
thing else of which the asset trans¬ 
ferred formed part To accommo¬ 
date the secretary of stare’s conten¬ 
tion. the condition would need to 
be read as if it ended “to the whole 
of the asset the whole or part of 
which is transferred’. 

Here, as the commissioner rigu- 
fy pointed out. the moths’had oe- 
iyw beneficially entitled to the 
whole of the asset transferred, pro¬ 
vided only that the asset trans¬ 
ferred was recognised as a 20 per 
cent beneficial interest 

The co rnim s st o u er* decision 
also dearly indicated the purpose 
served in condition (d) by the 
words The whole oT, words which 
the secretary of state* written argu¬ 
ment bad suggested would be oti¬ 
ose on the father's contended (or 
construction, namely to exclude 
from the benefit of the Schedule a 
lfmift-H gr qualified or conditional 
transfer, such as hereof the 10 per 
cent interest m the house. 

For the reasons given, his Lord- 
ship had no doubt max the commis¬ 
sioner was correct in his construc¬ 
tion of condition (d). 

Lord Justice After Gibson and 
Lord Justice Schkmann agreed.

Cheese order offended principle of proportionality 


Regina v Secretary of Slate 
for Health. Ex parte Eastmdc 
Cheese Company 
Before Mr Justice Moses 
[Judgment November 13] 

An order by a minister of state un¬ 
der section 13 of the Food Safety 
Act 199a prohibiting commercial 
operations erf food involving immi¬ 
nent risk of injury to health, should 


not have been made unless the 
power erf food authorities under sec¬ 
tion 9 of that Act to prohibit foe use 
of or seize food likely to cause poi¬ 
soning was considered inadequate. 

The Queen* Bench Divisional 
Court so hekL granting an applica¬ 
tion by the applicant. Easiside 
Cheese Company of Surrey, for a 
declaration that the derision erf the 
Secretary of Stare lor Health to 


make the Food (Cheese) (Emergen¬ 
cy Control) Order (Si 1998 No 1277) 
on May 20. 1998and the amending 
Food (Cheese) (Emergency Con¬ 
trol) (Amendment) Order (SI 1998 
No LB4) on May 21.1998 under sec¬ 
tion 13 of foe 1990 Act prohibiting 
the canying out of commercial op¬ 
erations m nda don to cheese manu¬ 
factured by the interested party.

Lord Bingham of Cornhill. Lord

THE LORD CHIEF JUSTICE 
stated that in view of the retire¬ 
ment of Judge Stepbensoi, the 
judge assigned to hear those ac¬ 
tions, foe litigation would be super¬ 
vised by Mrs Justice Smith who 
would hear all outstanding cases, 
save in sc far as she directed that 
any action or inrerioanory matter 
was to be heard by a circuit judge 
nominated by her. 


MR JUSTICE MOSES said that 
the applicant specialised in the 
proce ssin g and maturing of chees- 
es. acquiring 95 per cent erf its 
cheese from R. A. Duckett and Go. 

On April 19.1998 a hay suffered 
EGoli 0157 poisoning from Duck¬ 
ett* cheese and the appEcantvoiun- 
tarily recalled and withdrew sus¬ 
pect cheese from safe. 

Fallowing an investigation by 
the local environmental health de¬ 
partment and the Department of 
Health it was found that Duckett 
cheese had been unsafe and that 


since its location and foe source 
and period of contamination had 
been unknown the ride of injury 
had been imminent. 

Under section 9 erf the 1990 Ad 
local food authorities issue 
notices prohibiting the use of or re¬ 
move food likely to cause poison¬ 
ing to be dealt with by a justice of 
the peace. There was also a right to 
recrive compensation where foe no¬ 
tice was withdrawn a- the justice 
refused to condemn the food and to 
make representations. 

However, an emergency order 
under section 13 was made by the 
minister of stair with immediate ef¬ 
fect did not depend on the taking 
of individual action by local food 
authorities and provided no right 
to compensation. 

His Lordship said that in mak¬ 
ing the derision eo invoke an order 
under section 13 the Department of 
Health had an obligation to pro¬ 
vide the applicant with an opportu¬ 
nity to make representations, albe¬ 
it a more limited one than dial re¬ 
quired under section 9. 

The department had also been 
entitled id consider the fact that 
with use of section 9. different food 
authorities could not be compelled 


to aa and would do so with differ¬ 
ent degrees of urgency, in contrast 
to section 13 which would provide 
immed ia te effective action by cen¬ 
tral govemment. 

However, the department had 
not been entitled to take into ac¬ 
count irrelevant con si derations of 
fear of inconsistent derisions, lack 

of resources and administnUivr in¬ 
convenience in supporting individ¬ 
ual food authorities taking action 
in the courts under section 9. 

The scheme of the 1990 Act dis¬ 
closed a hierarchy of powers inhib¬ 
iting the Department of Health 
from taking those draoonian pow¬ 
ers which removed the right of com¬ 
pensation unless it considered that 
only by their e x e r c is e could protec¬ 
tion be effective. Any other ap¬ 
proach offended the printipie of 
proportionality. 

The coun could not be satisfied 
that had the irrelevant considera¬ 
tions not been taken into account 
section 9 powers would not have 
been considered robe equally effec¬ 
tive.

TheCourtof Appeal so held, al¬ 
lowing the Crown* appeal from 
the decision of Mr Justice Cara- 
wafo(77te7hn« February211997; 
[1997] STC 551) who dismissed the 
Grown* appeal from and upheld, 
for different reasons, the decision

puting the amount of chargeable 
B«i"s accruing to foe taxpayers. 
Pounds Shipowners and Ship-

In 1988 the taxpayers, in consid- 
eration for £399,750. granted to Mo- 
war Group pic an option to pur¬ 
chase land owned by them, the safe 
price bong in excess of E4 rmflkm. 
The option was never exercised. 

It was a term of the option agree¬ 
ment that the taxpayers use then- 
best endeavours to procure releas¬ 
es from certain restrictive cove¬ 
nants that affected the land. Fail¬ 
ure to obtain the reteases would 
have required repayment of the 
099.750 to MowaL 

In the mwntimf the 099.750 
was eo be held by the taxpayers* so¬ 
licitors as stakeholders and only re¬ 
leased to the taxpayers when the re- 
lease from the restrictive covenants 
was obtained. 

The taxpayers paid £90000 to 
obtain the releases. The general 
commissioners held that sum was 
deductible under section 32 of the. 
PqiiMt Gains Tax Act 1979.

LORD JUSTICE NOURSE said

Where panics lo a contract had ex¬ 
cluded the jurisdiction of courts fay 
providing for the reference of dis¬ 
putes to arbitration, a court could 
nonetheless adjudicate on an appli¬ 
cation for interim measures, under 
article 24 of the Brussels Conven¬ 
tion. 

The interim payment of a con - 
trart nal consideration could consti¬ 
tute a provisional measure, within 
article 24, but only in desdy cir¬ 
cumscribed circumstances. 

The Court of Justice of the Euro¬ 
pean Communities so hekL inter 
alia, on a reference by the Hoge 
Road der Nederlandeo (Supreme 
Court of the Netherlands) under 
the protocol of June 3,1971 on the 
interpretation by the Court of Jus¬ 
tice of foe Brussels Convention of 
September 27.1968 on Jurisdiction 
and foe Enforcement of Judgments 
in Civil and Commercial Matters, 


for a preliminary ruling on ques¬ 
tions on the Convention as amend¬ 
ed by the Convention of October 9. 
1978 on the accession of Denmark. 
Ireland and the United Kingdom 
(amended text at OJ 1978 L304p77) 
and the Convention of October 25. 
1982 on the accession Of Greece (Ql 
1982 L388 pi). 

A contract whereby Van Uden. 
established in Rotterdam, agreed 
lo make space on cargo vessels 
available to Deco-Line, established 
in Hamburg, in return for the pay¬ 
ment of charter hire, provided for 
disputes to be referred to arbitra¬ 
tion in foe Netherlands. 

Van Uden, claiming that Deco- 
Line had failed id pay certain in¬ 
vokes. began arbitration proceed¬ 
ings. 

It also applied to the Rotterdam 
District Court for interim relief, in 
the form of payment of a sum of 
money, on die grounds that Deco- 
Line was not showing diligence in 
the appomment of arbitrators and 
that non-payment of foe invoices 
was disturbing its cash flow. 

A jurisdictionai objection by 
Deco-Line was dismissed on foe 
ground, inter alia, that the court 
had jurisdiction under article 24 of 
the Brussels Convention and arti¬ 
cle 126(3) of the Netherlands Code 
of Gvil Procedure. 

fti foe course of appeal proceed¬ 
ings. the Hoge Raad referred eight 
questions relating to whether a 
court had jurisdiction to hear appli¬ 
cations for interim relief on foe ba¬ 


sis of articles 5(1) or 24 of the Con¬ 
vention. 

Article 1 of foe Convention pro¬ 
vides: “„[Thisl Convention shall 
not apply to_(4J arbitration." 

Article 5 provides: “A person 
dooticOed in a contracting state 
may. in another contracting state, 
bested: (1) in matters relating to a 
contract, in the courts for the place 
of performance of the obligation in 
question.^' 

Article 24 provides: "Aj^rfication 
may be made to the courts of a con¬ 
tracting state for sudi provisional 
including protective, measures as 
may be available under the law of 
that state, even iL tinder this Con¬ 
vention. foe courts of another con¬ 
tracting state have jurisdiction as 
to the substance of the matter 


In its judgment the Court of Jus¬ 
tice hekL- 

The court having jurisdiction, 
under articles 2 and 5 to 18 of the 
Convention, as to the substance of 
a case, also had jurisdiction to or¬ 
der provisional or protective meas¬ 
ures, without that jurisdiction be¬ 
ing subjeo to any further condi¬ 


tions such as that the relief sought 
from that court had to cake effect, 
or be capable of taking effect, in the 
contracting state concerned. 

However, in the presen t tase . 
the contract contained an arbitra¬ 
tion clause. 

Where the forties had validly ex- 
ctaded the jurisfooiem of the courts 
in a dispute arising under a con¬ 
tract and had referred that dispute 
to arbitration, no ocxrrts of any 
state had jurisdiction as to the sub¬ 
stance of the case for the purposes 
of foe Convention. 

Consequently, a party to sudi a 
contract was not in a position to 
make an application for provision¬ 
al or protective measures to a court 
that would have jurisdiction under 
the Convention as to the substance 
of the case¬ 
in sudi a case, it was only under 
article 24 thar a court could be em¬ 
powered under the Convention to 
order provisional or protective 
measures. 

Deco-Line and foe German and 
United Kingdom Governments ar¬ 
gued that since the parties had 
agreed to submit their dispute to ar¬ 


bitration. interim proceeding also 
fell outride the scope of foe Conven¬ 
tion. 

Van Uden and the Commission, 
on the other hand, contended that 
the existence of an arbitration 
clause did not have the effect of ex¬ 
cluding an application for interim 
measures from the scope of the 
Conventioa. 

Artide 24 applied even if a court 
of another contracting state had ju¬ 
risdiction as to the substance or the 
case, provided that foe subject mat¬ 
ter ol foe dispute fell within the 
scope ratione raateriae of the Con¬ 
vention. which covered civil and 
commercial matters. 

Thus, the mere fact dm proceed¬ 
ings had been, or could be. com¬ 
menced on the substance erf the 
case before a court of a contracting 
stale, did not deprive a court of an¬ 
other contracting state of its juris¬ 
diction under article 24. 

However that article could tut 
be relied on to bring within the 
scope of the Convention provision¬ 
al or protective measures relating 
to matters excluded from iL

It was contrary to aratie 119 of the 
EC Treaty ami Council Directive 
75/117/EEC on equal pay for men 
and women (OJ 1975 L45 pl9) for 
national legislation to provide that 
a pregnane woman who. before the 
beginning of her maternity leave, 
was unfit for work by reason of a 
pathological condition connected 
with her pregnancy, was rex enti¬ 
tled to receive foil pay from her em¬ 
ployer, but was entitled to benefits 
paid by a local authority, when in 
the event of incapatity for work on 
the ground of illness, a worker was 
in printipie entitled to receive fall 
pay from his or heremplqjier.

actual pathological condition or 
any special risks far the unborn 
child, while any worker who was 


unfit for work cn the grounds of iff- 
ness was in prmtipfeaimkd there¬ 
to. 

it was contrary to Countil Direc¬ 
tive 76/207/EEC on equal treat¬ 
ment for men and women in mat¬ 
ers cf employment (OJ 1976 139 
pW) and Council Directive 
92/85/EEC on the safety and 
health at work trf pregnant work¬ 
ers and workers who had recently 
given birth or were breastfeeding 
(QJ199213* pi J for national legis¬ 
lation a provide foal an employer 
could rend home a woman who 
was pregnant, although not unfit 
for work, without paying her safe¬ 
ty in foil, when he considered that 
he arold not provide work for her. 


The Sixth Chamber of the Court 
of Justice of the European Commu¬ 
nities so held on November 19 
when giving a preliminary ruling 
rat a reference under article 177 of 
the Treaty by Che So- og Handd- 
sret (Maritime and Commercial 
Coon). Denmark. 

The court said that the fart that 
a woman was derived, before the 
beginning of her maternity leave, 
erf her faD pay when her incapacity 
fir work was die result of a patho¬ 
logical condition was to be regard¬ 
ed as treatment based essentodjy 
on her pregnancy, and thus as dis¬ 
criminatory when all workers 
were in priatipfe entitled to contin¬ 
ue to be paid in fail in the event of 
incapacity for work. 

It would only be otherwise if the 
sums received fry esupfoyees in ben¬ 


efits were equal to the amount of 
pay, but even then the national 
oourt would still have to ascertain 
whether the circumstance that the 
benefits were paid by a local au¬ 
thority was sudt'as to bring about 
dfeaimtnatm in breach <rf article 
119 of the Treaty. 

By contrast, the fact that the em¬ 
ploy^ forfeited some or even all of 
her salary because she was absent 
by reason trf routine pregnancy-re- 
laied inconveniences or a mere 
medical recommendation, without 
there being any incapacity far 
work, was to be regarded as treat¬ 
ment based not essentially an the 
pregnancy but rather on the choice 
made by the employee not to work. 

In relation to the third holding, 
the court said that wafer snide 5 

of Directive 76/207. root and wxn- 
en were to enjoy the same working 
conditions, and when legislation 
such as that in issue affected only 
women e m ploye e s, it constituted 
discrimination in breach of dial 
provision. j 

The legislation did not satisfy 
ihe conditions laid down in articles 
4 and 5 of Directive 9Z/8S for grant¬ 
ing the worker leave from her du¬ 
ties since (0 the reason for giving 
leave to the employee was based on 
the interest of die employer and (id 
dutderiaon could be taken fay the 
employer without first examining 
the possibility of adjusting (he em- 
pkiyeesworfangcorufawnsand/OT 
muiking hours, or m o vin g her to 
another job.

Tbi^ Cooper, the genera) sec¬ 
retary of the electricity supply 
trade unions, said he would be 
writing to Peter Mandelson, 
the Secretary of State for Trade 
and Industry, to campaign for 
a “level playing field" between 
France and the UK 

He said coal-fired power sta¬ 
tions in the UK were being 
damaged by “cut-price" ex¬ 
ports from EdF. transferred to 
the UK. through the cross-chan¬ 
nel interconnector. 

. He also claimed that EdF en¬ 
joyed an unfair advantage over 
British ladders for London, 
saying it could raise money 
more cheaply on the capital 
markets because of its state par¬ 
entage. enabling it to bid more. 

He added that the situation 
was worsened by the national¬ 
ised French electricity industry 
bring closed to UK investors: 
“It’s not possible for a British 
company to buy a slice of the 
French industry "There will be 
a loosening of EdPs supply mo¬ 
nopoly in France in January. 

While emphasising that teh 
unions were happy with EdF’s 


record as an employer, Mr 
Cooper said they wanted a re¬ 
ferral to die MMC or the impo¬ 
sition of conditions on accept¬ 
ance. 

One disappointed bidder 
echoed Mr Cooper when he 
claimed EdF was given extra fi¬ 
nancing muscle by its national¬ 
ised status. He said: “It seems 
difficult to justify a bid at the 
level of the French offer." 

EdF denied claims that it 
could borrow more cheaply. 
Jack Chaim, managing direc¬ 
tor of its international opera¬ 
tions, claimed its cost of capi¬ 
tal was no lower than that of 
British Energy, thought to be 
its nearest rival in the bidding. 

The other companies 
thought to have made it to the 
last round of bidding included 
National Power. Singapore 
Power and RWE of Germany. 

Mr Cizaim said a report 
that John Devaney, the former 
head of Eastern Eleoririty. 
was in line for the top job at 
London was “speculation’’. 

EdF believes European — 
rather than British — competi¬ 
tion authorities wilt take the 
lead in considering whether the 
deal should he deared.

U S sees festive 
sales bonanza

WHILE British high street re¬ 
tailers worry about sluggish 
Christmas sales. US consum¬ 
ers are spending their way to a 
rift shopping bonanza that 
looks set to exceed last year’s 
record levels. 

The first figures of the fes¬ 
tive season indicate that Ameri¬ 
cans are spending 5 per cent 
more this year. Macys and 
other New York retail meccas 
were virtually ransacked by 
shoppers last weekend, follow¬ 
ing the Thanksgiving holiday. 

Shoppers started off the offi¬ 
cial Christinas season and 
deared out many special of¬ 
fers fay midday on Saturday. 

Kurt Barnard, president of 
Barnard'S Retail Trend Re¬ 
port, said: “The holiday sea¬ 
son basically got off to a rous¬ 
ing bargain hunt.” 

The upbeat reports from 
America’s retailers wfll cheer 
economists who have feared a 
downturn. Many Wall Street 
watchers have said the seven- 
year boom has been largely 


fed by the vigorous spending 
of American consumers. 

The shopping spree was 
also taken as a sign that con¬ 
sumers are not anticipating an¬ 
other drop in the stock market 
that might cut disposable in¬ 
comes. The number of Ameri¬ 
cans who own shares has rock¬ 
eted since the introduction of 
direct dealing via the Internet, 

The Internet has also 
changed Christmas shopping 
habits. Online commerce, long 
derided as unprofitable, seems 
to be gaining ground. 

Internet sates are expected 
to double this year to $23 bil¬ 
lion (£13 billion). Gifts such as 
books, compact discs and elec¬ 
tronic equipment are particu¬ 
larly suited to so-called e-com¬ 
merce. Amazon.com. the Inter¬ 
net bookseller, has seen a four¬ 
fold rise in ‘hits’ compared 
with last year while CDNow, 
an online music retailer, has 
tripled business.

BARCLAYS is considering 
Keith Oates as a potential new 
chief executive after it emerged 
that the outgoing deputy chair¬ 
man of Mark & Spencer has 
thrown his hat into the ring at 
the troubled bank. 

A City source dose to Mr 
Oates confirmed yesterday 
that he was interested in tak¬ 
ing one of the two top jobs at 
Barclays, following the shock 
resignation of Martin Taylor, 
chief executive, and the immi¬ 
nent departure of Andrew Bux¬ 
ton, the chairman. 

Sir fteter Middleton, who re¬ 
tired from an executive role at 
the hank earlier this year, has 
been brought back as a care¬ 
taker chief executive. 

Mr Oates, 55. who is leaving 
after being blocked in his at¬ 
tempt to become chief execu¬ 
tive. launched M&S’s finan¬ 
cial services arm. (t now has 
560,000 customers and made 
a £90 million profit last year. 

"Barclays is looking for both 
an executive chairman and a 
chief executive," said the 
source. “Keith will definitely 
be interested." 

Within Barclays it is under¬ 
stood that Mr Oates’ candida¬ 
cy is being taken seriously.

Bank will be assessing at its 
first policymaking meeting on 
December 20 will be pointing 
in die same direction: towards 
a reduction in interest rates on 
the euro from 33 per cent to 3 
per cent or befaw. 

’hy, tinea do so 
many analysts 
and investors ex¬ 
pect both the 
Bank and the ECB to do noth¬ 
ing this month? One possible 
reason — that a cut in interest 
rates now might prow “embar¬ 
rassing" if it had to be fol¬ 
lowed by an increase some¬ 
time next year — is thankfully 
no longer applicable to the 
Bank or England, given the 
MPCTs new doctrine of “mone¬ 
tary activism" explained on 
this page on November 10. 
The Bank (along with the US 
Federal Reserve) now believes 
that frequent and early move¬ 
ments in interest rates, even if 
they entail occasional over¬ 
shootings and sudden changes 
. in direction, are less likely to 
destabilise the economy than 
the traditional reluctance of 
central bankers to admit mis¬ 


takes. This leaves only one 
plausible reason to refrain 
-from cutting rates. This is the 
fear of asset price inflation 
with which we began, lb see 
why these fears are ground¬ 
less, three questions need to be 
asked. First, are there genuine 
dangers in an asset bubble? 
Secondly, if there are, would 
they be averted by tight mone¬ 
tary policy? The answer to the 
first question is certainly 
“yes". Stock market investors 
could be badly hurt some time 
in the year ahead — which is 
why 1 believe that at current 
prices the stock market may 
still be attractive fix’ short¬ 
term speculators, bur is a 
dangerous place for longterm 
investors. 

But, given the absence of 
any serious appreciation in 
property and commodity pri¬ 
ces, the dangers of overshoot¬ 
ing equities to the economy at 
large are, at worst, only in¬ 
direct The main dangers tie in 
the relationship between soar¬ 
ing stock markets and the fun¬ 
damental finanaai imbalance 
highlighted by The Econo¬ 
mist, along with most other 
conventional prophets of 
doom. This imbalance is the 
collapse of personal savings in 
the US. Bor almost the first 
■ time in recorded history, per¬ 
sonal saving has gone into neg¬ 
ative territory in America — 
Amerdan consumers are now 


spending more than ihey earn. 
The Wall Street boom is con¬ 
sidered, probably rightly, to be 
responsible for this imprudent 
and unsustainable state of 
affairs, since Americans now 
expect stock market apprecia¬ 
tion to do their saving for them 
and no longer feel obliged to 
pur aside money. It is worth 
noting, however, ihar no such 
consumption boom has oc¬ 
curred in either Britain or 
Europe (see top chart). 

At some point, these expecta¬ 
tions are going to be disap¬ 
pointed. The stock market will 
fall and Americans will have 
to start saving again. At that 
point, the collapse of Ameri¬ 
can consumption could inflict 
a savagely deflationary blow 
on the work! economy. Tire 
question, however, is whether 
the central banks should con¬ 
sciously try to bring forward 
this moment of truth at a time 
when 30 per cent of the world 
economy is in deep depression 
and another 30 per cent (name¬ 
ly Euroland) is only beginning 
to emerge from a recession 
which has lasted almost five 
years. 

It would seem, on the contra¬ 
ry, more sensible for policy- 
makers to prepare for an inevi¬ 
table slackening of American 
demand by trying to ensure 
that the European economy is 
growing strongly by the time 
the inevitable change in Ameri¬ 
can consumption patterns oc¬ 
curs. At present global de¬ 
mand is being sustained al¬ 
most singfehandedly by Ameri¬ 
ca (with a bit of assistance, at 
least until recently, from the 
fairly strong Britsih economy). 

T he imbalance in 
world demand 
growth has been re¬ 
flected in the huge 
trade imbalance between 
America (and to a much lesser 
extent Britain) on the one hand 
and Japan and Europe on die 
other. If American consumers 
suddenly started saving and 
stopped spending, the US 
.trade deficit would rapidly con¬ 
tract This would, by defini¬ 
tion, entail an equally dramat¬ 
ic dedme in the vast export sur¬ 
pluses currently enjoyed by 
Europe and Japan. Such a cor¬ 
rection of trade imbalances 
would, in itself, seem highly de¬ 
sirable. But without a resur¬ 
gence of domestic demand in 
Europe and Japan, a reduc¬ 
tion in net exports to America 
would produce an immediate 
recession. 

A stock market correction 
and a decline in American con¬ 
sumption is probably inevit¬ 
able sooner or later. But the 
world as a whole would be 
much better off if this process 
could be delayed until other 
countries were growing strong¬ 
ly enough to take up the eco¬ 
nomic slack left by American 
consumers. 

For the moment, America's 
overconsumption is not a 
curse for life world economy 
but an indispensable blessing. 
That is why the Fed was right 
to ignore the financial Jere¬ 
miahs and ease interest rates 
last month. Bui sooner or later 
the American economy will 
slow — and that makes it even 
more important for the Bank 
and the ECB to demonstrate 
their willingness to sustain Brit¬ 
ish and European demand. 


Lowry Centre shows 
the Dome the art 
of getting sponsors 


T here ran be few artists 
who hold such a fav¬ 
oured place in the na¬ 
tional consciousness as L S. 
Lowry. 

Apart from Picasso and Vin¬ 
cent van Gogh, there are few 
painters who have been im¬ 
mortalised in song — al¬ 
though one wonders what 
Lowry would have thought of 
Brian and Michael's Match- 
stalk Men and Maichstalk 
Cats and Dogs with the infa¬ 
mous tines: “Now he takes his 
brush and he waits/Outside 
them pearly gates." Only last 
month. May Day. a painting 
by Lowry-, was sold for nearly 
£300,000 at auction, which 
might not seem a great deal 
compared with the Van Gogh 
that went for £44 million, but 
Lowry works are neither as 
rare nor as well executed as 
Van Gogh’s. 

So it is nice to know that 
with all the fuss surrounding 
the funding of the Millennium 
Dome in Greenwich, the £130 
million Lowry Centre in Sal¬ 
ford. which is the National 
Millennium Project for the 
Arts, has secured all its fund¬ 
ing. Indeed, today Chris 
Smith, the Secretary of State 
for Culture. Media and Spore 
is due to make a speech prais¬ 
ing the project, and EDS. the 
Texas information technology 
group, is due to announce a £2 
million sponsorship deal to 
help to fund the running of the 
centre, becoming the first spon¬ 
sor to reveal its colours. 

The Lowry Centre has the 
jump on the Dame for a partic¬ 
ularly good reason — it was 
first thought of 12 years ago 
and since then people have 
been beavering away to make 
sure it works. The project is be¬ 
ing built on 56 acres of derelict 
land at Salford Quays, the site 
close to the centre of Manches¬ 
ter that has undergone exten¬ 
sive regeneration over recent 
years. The Lowry will have 
two theatres — one of 1.600 
seats, the other of 400, three 
art galleries and the Digital 
World Centre. This centre will 
be a showcase for applied digit¬ 
al technology, a sort of living 
museum with constantly evolv¬ 
ing exhibits and a link with 
various technology companies 
as well as with the University 
of Salford. 

EDS is one of five founder 
sponsors, and is splitting its 
largess between the Lowry 
and the digital centre. It will 
also have a five-year technolo¬ 
gy supply deal with the 
project, which will be on simi¬ 
lar lines to its relationship 
with Derby County, the foot¬ 
ball dub, where EDS is not 
only the shirt sponsor, but is 
also helping to develop its e- 
commerce, website and elec¬ 
tronic ticketing systems. 

Rob Wirszyez, marketing di¬ 
rector at EDS, freely admits 
that were it not for the digital 
technology showcase, EDS 
would probably not have be¬ 
come involved in the Lowry 
project “What the Lowry Cen¬ 
tre will do is deliver people to 
the door." says Wirszycz. 
“Hopefully, they can then be 
tempted into the digital exhibi¬ 
tion once they are mere." 

There is another reason 
why the Lowry was attractive 
to EDS. It is a large-scale mil¬ 
lennium project that is outside 
London. Wirszyez says EDS 
did not want to get caught up 
in the m£l£e in the capital and, 
anyway, most of EDS* busi¬ 
ness is in the regions. Having

A few years ago Nanci 
Griffith appropriat¬ 
ed a Truman Capote 
title. Other Voices, 
Other Rooms. for a collection 
of country-folk evergreens. 
Her new album Other Voices . 
Too forms another homespun 
version of the Great American 
Songbook, weaving together 
music by figures as disparate 
as Johnny Cash and the great 
grandfather of them all, 
Stephen Foster. 

Trying to condense so many 
strands into a single concert is 
hard enough, especially with a 
long tine of guest performers 
to accommodate in so short a 
time. What made her task at 
the Barbican even more diffi¬ 
cult was yet another dubious 
sound mix — the Barbican is 
beginning to set a record in 
this particular field. 

Griffith's intimate art is all 
about story-telling, smalltown 
short stories set to music. If the 
nuances are difficult to hear 
above the rest of her modestly 
proportioned band, then we 
might as well stay at home 
with a compact disc. Switch¬ 
ing on a modest and rather su¬ 
perfluous light show every cou¬ 
ple of son gs is not much of a 
substitute. 

She was generous enough to 
allow other singers to take the 
limelight at regular intervals. 
As a child she had listened to 
her parents' recordings of 
Odertau now she stood to one 
side as the veteran singer led 
the way through Kumbaya. 
Her voice at least was potent 
enough not to be lost in the au¬ 
ral smog. Faces came and 
went at speed- Singer-song¬ 
writer Tom Russell took cen- 




tre-stage on Canadian Whis¬ 
key. Griffiths former hus¬ 
band. Eric Taylor, injected 
some country-blues muscle on 
his segment 

Griffith's own range extends 
beyond Americana. Richard 
Thompson’s Walt of Death. 
which opens her new album, 
went off at full throttle with 
the assistance of foe veteran 
British folkie Clive Gregson. 
Dolores Keane's presence 
brought a reminder of the af¬ 
finities with Ireland's folk tra¬ 
dition. while Griffith's follow 
Texan Carolyn Hester chose to 
pay tribute to her British hosts 
with an odd choice of ballad 
celebrating the star-crossed 
lovers of the Abdication crisis. 
Wallis Simpson — not exactly 
your average sharecropper — 
makes a curious folk heroine 
to say the least 

Griffith herself did not shy 
away from taking up the old 
campaigning battle-cry on If l 
Had A Hammer. Her own 
song. It's a Hard Life Wherev¬ 
er You Go fits snugly into the 
same canon. No mistaking 
which side she was on either 
in her traditionalist hymn- 
tike rendition of Foster's la¬ 
ment Hard Times Come 
Again no More. There was, 
she reminded us. a melan¬ 
choly side to the man who 
wrote Camptowi Races.

No doubt 
this is why. in keeping with his 
usual Savoy Opera practice, 
Sullivan did not bother to 
write an overture, leaving ir to 
an assistant Of the six discs in 
our survey, one omits foe over¬ 
ture and another substitutes a 
modem arrangement. All 
omit Gilbert's dialogue. 

The oldest recording, by Isi¬ 
dore Godfrey and ” DOyly 
Carte in 1936. is full of com¬ 
mendable spirit although foe 
singing is variable. By con¬ 
trast the singing in Malcolm 
Sargent's 1957 D*Oyly Carte 
version is generally good, but 
Sargent's interpretation is lam¬ 
entably static. The most recent 


DOyly Carte recording, con¬ 
ducted by John Piyce Jones in 
1990, has jn almost ruthless 
energy, asnf trying to justify 
The Mikado to pop Cans. 

The remaining three ver¬ 
sions are all worth hearing. Al¬ 
exander Paris's 1962 recording 
with Sadler’s Wells Opera is 
streamlined and modern, but 
sensitive to Sullivans musical 
values. However, some G&S 
devotees may find some of the 
interpretations a bit oooL 

Traditionalists will be well 
pleased with Royston Nash's 
1973 DOyly Carte reading 
with the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra, boasting a peerless 
Yum-Yum in Valerie Master- 
son. But the top recommenda¬ 
tion goes to Charles Macker¬ 
ras’s 1992 Mikado (Tdare CD 
80284, £14.99). an all-star af¬ 
fair with wonderful playing 
and singing, particularly Felic¬ 
ity Palmer’s classic Katisha. 
What is more, by omitting the 
overture and a verse of Ko- 
Ko’S "little list", it squeezes foe 
opera on to one CD.

Opera of South Australia is. ac¬ 
cording to the stare’s arts min¬ 
ister, Diana LaidJaw, “the big¬ 
gest cultural event ever staged 
in Australia in terms of the 
number of visitors". A bold 
claim , but one that reveals the 
city’s justifiable pride at hav¬ 
ing snatched the prize of the 
continent’s first ever Ring pro¬ 
duction (discounting a staging 
fry a travelling troupe in 1913) 
from under the noses of rival

tralia) and rival states (New 
South Wales and Victoria). 

The Sbuth Australia Govern¬ 
ment backed it to the tune of 
several million dollars, calcu¬ 
lating a net economic benefit 
of some A$14 million. So it is 
I all foe more pleasing to report 
that the enterprise has been a 
thunderous success in both ar¬ 
tistic and economic terms. 

Having made the sensible 
decision to buy in a produc¬ 
tion. the State Opera com- 
mendably opted for one of the 
more challenging available, 
Kerre Strosserfs 1994 . Paris 
CMtelet staging/ but ‘cast it 
largely with Antipodean sing¬ 
ers. The main exceptions were 
three key roles taken by Ameri¬ 
cans: Brunnhilde (Janls Mar¬ 
tin).

Eventually - both 
leave. Eve newly pregnant Bet¬ 
ter luck this time? - : v 
Taj’S score is for six wind 
players, cello and two percus¬ 
sion. He writes gracefully for 
the voice, often accompanied 
by a single instrument and 
with the constant contrapuntal 
interest that that would imply, 
but the lyricism, wit and paci- 
ness of his music easily con¬ 
quer any whiff of the academ¬ 
ic.

C rossing the Alps in Turn¬ 
er's day was a hazardous 
and mne<nnsuraing en¬ 
terprise. It also required 
substantial funding to ensure that 
discomfort did not ruin theenwe 
journey. In the summer of 1802. the 
Z7-year-old Turner had never 

strayed outside Britain. So he must 

have been eager to accept an cr&er 
from Newbey Lowson. a wealthy 
country gentleman only 18 months 
his senior, to accompany him on mi 
ambitious Alpine tour. The fruits ot 
this momentous expedition, ncrw as¬ 
sembled in an illuminating survey 
at the Tate Gallery, transformed 
Turner’s vision. We are able to tot- 
taw the keen-eyed artist, already at 
the apex of his profession, as he set 
down on paper his rapid, assured 
summaries of the views confront¬ 
ing him. Looking at these images is 
like gazing over Turner’s shoulder 
as he strives to absorb and shape 
his responses. 

The mood is quiet at first- Stanng 
down on foe expansive lsere valley, 
he emphasises the immensity of the 
flat terrain rather than the elusive, 
misty crags beyond- Grenoble pro¬ 
vides him with the chance to linger, 
and include people lounging on rtv- 
er-boats in the foreground. The 
splashes of white gouache enbven- 
ine their clothes, as well as the an¬ 
cient buildings in the distancejesh- 
fy to the light and heat, and Turn¬ 
er’s own high spirits. A restless and 
supremely energetic man. he 
thrived on the adrenalin rush of his 
continental venturing. 

His reactions were supple. At tne 
swiftest level, he smudges in a 

mountain’s bulk near Vo reppe with 

assured sweeps of black chalk in 
his sketchbook. Bui he is equally 
able, on larger sheets of loose pa- 
ner. to delineate the full complexity 
of the Pic de lOeillette, a landmark 
rock formation in the Gorges du 
Guiers More The amount of minu¬ 
tiae included here argues thatTurn- 
er executed it ai his hotd, relying 
for guidance on quick studies made 
in die open air. He was already 
thinking of the commissions he 
might receive bade at home.

It served as the starting- 
pointfor a large 1804 watercolour, 
where pack-horses make their way 
along the constricted pathway lead¬ 
ing through the gorge. Turner nev¬ 
er forgot the vision of unfathoma¬ 
ble, dream-like vastness dwarfing 
him here. In this respect the-Mpine 
expedition of 1802 nourished the 
mostdisquieting side of his imagi¬ 
nation for the rest of a long, cease¬ 
lessly inventive career.

T he light fails upon a perfect 
circle of dean, perhaps 
washed, not to say laun¬ 
dered gravel, falling equally 
upon, towards one side of it. 14 or 
maybe 15 sponged. perhaps 
scrubbed, not to say scoured, pebbles 
on to which soon step the oxbtaod-pol- 
ished boots of Conor Lovett, playing 
Beckett'S maundering, meandering 
derelict. Molloy. 

On the curie of gravel he shuffles 
his feet, and above his feet he shuffles 
his body, around which hang such 
garments as trousers, as a shirt as a 
long coat greyish in colour, as an 
overcoat blackish in hue, several of 
which he Qddies with, that is to say 
with the buttons of the overcoat and 
of (he coat he fiddles, using for this 
purpose the hands that project from 
the cuffs of the overcoat, which have, 
before projecting from the cuffs of the 
overcoaL stuck out through the cuffs 
of the undercoat, prior to which they 
have emerged from the cuffs of the 
shirt, although often enough, as 
though retreating from the exposure 
necessitated by the fiddling, they, 
that is the hands, return into the 
cuffs of the blackish overcoat where 
it is possible they continue fiddling 
though nothing is certain.

M any 20th-century compos¬ 
ers have wanted to create 
a new music, but few took 
so literally Harry Planch’S radical 
goal to “make less poor the pathetical¬ 
ly impoverished language of tone”. 
Partch (1901-74) transformed the re¬ 
sources themselves by creating his 
own instruments. Last week New- 
band brought them to London for the 
first time. The brood of wooden con¬ 
structions loomed like props for some 
surrealist play: a spruce marimba so 
absurdly large it reduced its players 
to Lilliputians atop a giant bench; a 
vast kithara. like an upright lyre, 
through whose window the musician 
swayed tike a primitive Mr Punch: 
glass bowl-bells hung on a frame, 
gourds on a eucalyptus bough. 

Are their sounds unrecognisable? 
Not to ears now exposed to the drums 
and xylophones of Africa. Chinese 
scales. Indonesian gameian and elec¬ 
troacoustic sound effects. But Ranch 
was writing in the Fifties. And there 
is an indescribable, wiry sense of the 
ancient in his sonorities, a rhythmic 
vivacity and an instinct for paring 
that riveted a packed Barbican. 

We were shortchanged by Dean 
Drummond, director of New band, 
who used his position as the instru¬ 
ments’ curator as a vehicle for his

own music, allowing room for only 
three Partch works. The comparison 
does him no favours: Ranch's music 
has a lean authority that belies his im¬ 
age as a Dry wild-child. Daphne in 
the Dunes , written for a silent film, 
had an electroacoustic feel, where 
events occurred in an undulating 
sound field, the keening trilling of his 
harmonic canons hanging around 
narrative drums and marimbas. A 
tourde force of intricate rhythm-mak¬ 
ing and mournful microtonality, the 
dance Castor and Pollux (192) re¬ 
ceived an exhilarating performance. 

A contemporary of Panch’s who 
was never able to reconcile the folk 
and modernist musics of America 
was Ruth Crawford Seeger (1901-53). 
represented in the City of London 
Sinfonia’s concert on Thursday by 
her Three American Songs. A “far- 
gazing straddler of two worlds" was 
how she described herself in the 
1920s. but after composing a handful 
of deft, gently dissonant works, she 
was catapulted by her marriage to 


musicologist Charles Seeger into the 
politics of the Depression and the he¬ 
roic transcription of US folk songs. 
Her original talent is obvious in these 
songs, set with oboe, piano and per¬ 
cussion and sung beautifully by Cath- 
ryn Wynn-Rogers. They are foil of un¬ 
expected humour (The Rat Riddled), 
discomfiting textures (TheAnvil) and 
mystical dissonance (Tall Grass). 

Far Frank Zappa conflicting aes¬ 
thetics were fertile ground: it was his 
audience who had the problem, as 
proved by a small walk-out during 
The Perfect Stranger and Duprtefs 
Paradise. Their dada-ist plots are 
fun, the playing style loose but the 
music itself highly organised. 

The serialist MUton Babbitt strikes 
an old-fashioned figure today, but it 
was his spirited sensuality that came 
through in the vhtuosic Round the 
Horn, performed by soloist Stephen 
Stirling. Then came Steve Reich’s 
Desert Music. How the thorny 
Partch would have hated its comforta¬ 
ble contours and amplified cushion¬ 
ing. Marin Alsop conducted a rather 
languid, romantic performance com¬ 
pared to Reich’s own, where violins 
made a gutsy foreground to swim¬ 
ming marimbas.

signs of possible money- 
laundering are when, it is 
not clear where the finance 
in a deal is coming from or 
where die various elements 
in the transaction do not 
add up." 


W hen suspicions 
are aroused, 
standar d prac¬ 
tice is for a re¬ 
port to be made direct to the 
firm’s MLRO. There is no 
need to consult amanager or 
discuss it with a partner. The 
MLRO must investigate the 
concerns and decide whether 
to take the matter to the au¬ 
thorities. 

Most lag firms say tiiat in 
the past three qr four years 
they have referred about half 


a dozen transactions to po¬ 
lice. But as one MLRO ad¬ 
mits: ‘The numbers have 
been falling." 

So are the crooks becom¬ 
ing more adept at disguising 
these dubious deals? Or are 
law firms less astute at identi¬ 
fying them? The common 
view among the big firms is 
that criminals are now wise 
to the likelihood of being re¬ 
ported if they try to use a 
leading solicitor and are fo¬ 
cusing instead on smaller 
outfits who may be less alert 
or less experienced in inter¬ 
national matters. 

Maybe the real source of 
the NQS’s claims is the in¬ 
nate antipathy between the 
police and the legal profes¬ 
sion. For example, Simon 


Goddard, head of the strate¬ 
gic and specialist branch at 
the NCIS. was reported as 
saying: “You don’t become a 
lawyer to perform a public 
service; you become a lawyer 
to make money." 

No doubt big money can 
be made from aiding money¬ 
laundering but the penalties 
are very stiff. It would certain¬ 
ly mean the end of the indi¬ 
vidual's career. That does not 
exclude, however, the possi¬ 
bility of some “bad apples" 
somewhere. 

Drug use. blackmail or 
greed cannot be ruled out as 
possible causes of corrup¬ 
tion. And as the collapse of 
Barings revealed, rogues are 
to be found in even the most 
respected institutions. 


Why women 
are held back 

Female lawyers are still engrossed in a 
personal war against discrimination. 
Alison Garke examines the problems 


T here are about 10.000 bar¬ 
risters in this country, 
about a quarter of whom 
are women. Only 1,600 make it 
to Queen's Counsel — and just 
72 of those are female. That is 
one in every six men, compared 
to one in every 1*10 women. 

Things are not much better for 
solicitors. Though more women 
have been qualifying than men 
over the past few yean, the Law 
Society’s annual salary survey 
last year revealed that the aver¬ 
age earnings of women solici¬ 
tors still fall short of those of 
men—at all levels. 

Now some women lawyers 
are fighting back. Jo Hayes, a 
barrister since 1980. is challeng¬ 
ing the way in which Treasury 
counsel — a panel of lawyers 
that handles government cases 
— has historically been appoint¬ 
ed from a secret list of approved 
barristers. At the last count, 
mere were 1)6 on the list. 103 of 
whom were men. All 13 women 
were on a supplementary panel, 
which could undertake work of 
a minor nature only. 

A spokeswoman for John 
Morris, the Attorney-General 
denies discrimination and in 
line with the recommendations 
of a working parly earlier is “de¬ 
termined to have an open and 
transparent system”. 

But Sara Leslie, a partner at 
Irwin Mitchell solicitors acting 
for Ms Hayes, is not convinced. 
She believes that though the 
changes went some way to ad¬ 
dressing her client’s concerns, 
the new rules did not cover eve- 
ryone and therefore did not af¬ 
fect the claim. She says “It’s a 
bit like an employer who intro¬ 
duces an equal opportunities pol¬ 
icy. but says it will operate only 
up to a certain level" 

By way of defence, the Attor- 
neyUeneral dawns that the 
courts do not have jurisdiction 
to bear the case, the only option 
being an application for judicial 
review. ‘This would leave my cli¬ 
ent without an effective reme¬ 
dy," Ms Leslie says, "because 
she cannot call witnesses or be 
awarded damages injudicial re¬ 


view”. But at a hearing last week 
an employment tribunal derid¬ 
ed that ail the issues should be 
heard together at the main hear¬ 
ing in June next year when, ac¬ 
cording !0 Ms Leslie, the Attor- 
neyUeneral will have to give evi¬ 
dence in person. 

Ms Leslie confirms that if the 
daims are rejected, her client is 
ready to take the matter to Eu¬ 
rope. 

There is also the case of Jane 
Coker, an immigration solicitor 
for 20 years ana an adviser to 
die Labour Party when it was in 
Opposition. She is claiming sex 
discrimination against Lord Ir¬ 
vine of Lairg, the Lord Chancel 
lor. after the appointment earli¬ 
er this year of Garry Hart a 
friend of the Chancellor, to the 
post of special adviser. 

Another lawyer, Martha Os- 
amor, is claiming both sex and 
race discrimination. 

J ane Deighton, the solicitor 
for both women, says that 
the Lord Chancellor has ad¬ 
mitted he did not advertise the 
post “We believe that he chose 
from among his mates,” she 
daims. ‘That seems like indi¬ 
rect discrimination.” She de¬ 
scribed the Lord Chancellor’s 
defence as “incoherent". 

A spokesman for the depart¬ 
ment denies the claims and says 
that the Lord Chancellor has fol¬ 
lowed standard procedure. A 
Cabinet Office spokesman has 
confirmed that as a result of an 
order earlier last month, the 
Lord Chancellor will give evi¬ 
dence at the full hearing next 
March. This is thought to be toe 
first time that a Lord Chancellor 
has been required to give evi¬ 
dence in his own defence under 
oath. 

In September four women so¬ 
lictors at the National Union of 
Teachers lodged equal pay 
daims against their employer, 
seeking toe same pay as male re¬ 
gional officers. Neither the 
NUT, nor the union represent¬ 
ing toe women.

THERE were better games in 
the National Football League 
(NFL) on Sunday, games with 
dramatic endings, controver¬ 
sial calls and even a mass 
player walkout, but still there 
was nothing to match the 
increasing fascination of the 
Denver Broncos’ seemingly 
inexorable inarch on history. 

While the Buffalo Bills 
stomped bade to their locker- 
room before the end of their 
crudal defeat by the New Eng¬ 
land Patriots in protest at a 
series of questionable referee¬ 
ing derisions, the Broncos 
were smashing more NFL 
records as they maintained 
their remarkable 100 per cent 
record this season and waltzed 
pasr the San Diego Chargers. 

Last January, the Broncos 
surprised everyone when they 
beat the Green Bay Packers in 
San Diego to win the Super 
Bowl. On Sunday, they 
returned to the city on the 
West Coast to keep alive their 
new dream of becoming only 
the second team — after the 
Miami Dolphins in 1972 — to 
negotiate an entire season 
without a defeat Like Bob 
Beamon's longjump record, 
nobody thought that Miami’s 
achievement would be 
matched, let alone bettered. 
Suddenly, it is beginning to 
seem possible. 

Their 31-16 victory over the 
Chargers improved the Bron¬ 
cos' record this season to 12 
wins and no defeats, a start 
equalled only by the Chicago 
Bears in 1934 and 1985 and by 
the Dolphins 26 years ago. 
The Denver victory was their 
seventeenth consecutive tri¬ 
umph. a run that includes 
their Super Bowl win ten 
months ago. 

The way this team plays" 
John Elway, the Broncos quar¬ 
terback. said, “and the nature 
of the football team that we 
have, we never think that we 
can’t win a game. Of course 
it’s not going to be smooth, but 
it is just a matter of making 


the plays you have to make 
and pressing on towards the 
end. There is so much charac¬ 
ter on this team." 

Elway. who became last 
week only the second quarter¬ 
back in the NFL to throw for 
more than 50,000 yards, kept 
the statisticians happy on 
Sunday when his four touch¬ 
down passes took, him beyond 
Johnny Unitas. the former 
Baltimore Colts player, into 
third place on the all-time list, 
with 294 touchdown throws. 

The combination of his arm. 
die relentlessly powerful run¬ 
ning of Terrell Davis, a protec¬ 
tive offensive line and a no- 
nonsense defence have made 
the Broncos one of the most for¬ 
midable units that the NFL 
has seen for many years. 

All that is left now is for the 
Broncos to brat four teams 
with losing records and the 
Dolphins in Miami for them 
to equal that single-season 
record of 17-0. Franchise 
expansion has increased the 
number of games that teams 
play in the NFL now. so. if 
Denver win the Super Bowl 
again, they would make it to 
20 without defeat. 

Others are finding their pas¬ 
sage to the play-offs to be not 
quite so smooth. The Packers 
struggled to an unconvincing 
24-16 win over the Philadel¬ 
phia Eagles and the Dallas 
Cowboys lost the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing Game 46-36 to the Minne¬ 
sota Vikings. The Atlanta Fal¬ 
cons. though, sealed a playoff 
place with their 21-10 victory 
over the St Louis Cardinals. 

The struggle has become 
particularly intense in the 
American Football Conference 
East division, where the Bills, 
the Dolphins, the New York 
Jets and the Patriots all have a 
fighting chance of making it to 
the post-season. In Massachu¬ 
setts on Sunday, the Bills 
thought that they had stolen a 
march on the rest. They led the 
Patriots by 21-17 as the game 
entered its dying seconds, bur 
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J amal Anderson, of the Falcons, is tackled by Darnell Walker and Ken Norton, of San Francisco, in die Georgia Dome 


Drew Bledsoe, the New Eng¬ 
land quarterback, orchestrat¬ 
ed a chaotic, uproarious 
82-yard drive that turned into 
one of the epic occasions of the 
season so far. 

With 11 seconds left. Bledsoe 
completed a controversial 
fourth-down pass to Shawn 
Jefferson, who caught the ball 
just as it appeared that he had 
fallen out of bounds. To the dis¬ 
gust of the Bills, the play was 
allowed to stand. 

Just six seconds were left 
now and Bledsoe was still 26 
yards from the Buffalo end 
zone, so he lofted a “Hail 
Mary" pass — a hopeful, long 
throw in the general direction 
of his receivers and a group of 
Bills defensemen. Terry 
Glenn, the Patriots receiver, 
leapt for the ball and dropped 


it. but before the Bills could 
celebrate, the officials award¬ 
ed a penalty to the Patriots. 

Even though time had now 
expired, a game cannot end on 
a penalty, so the Patriots were 
allowed one last chance. This 
time. Bledsoe threw a perfect 
pass to Ben Coates, the tight 
end. in the end zone to put 
New England 23-21 ahead. 
The Bills were so iraie that 
they walked straight off before 
the conversion could be taken, 
allowing the Patriots to walk 
in a two-point gain. 

“Am I ticked off?’ Sam 
Gash, the Bills full bade, said 
afterwards. "You freeking bet 
I'm ticked off. For those offi¬ 
cials to behave like that is just 
garbage. They cost us the 
game. We had something sto¬ 
len from us."

What went wrong here? The 
main fault was North's ini¬ 
tial jump rebid of Three 
Hearts. For a hand to be 
worth a jump rebid it needs 
a good six-card suit and at 
least a king better than a 
minimum. But I think a 
more practical approach on 
the North hand, as Roth sug¬ 
gests, is to downgrade it 
after South’s response has 
been in the void suit. Also, if 
North considers his hand 
worth Three Hearts, it is bet¬ 
ter to bid Two Spades, which 
shows similar strength. 

After South had heard 
Three Hearts he was quite 
entitled ro get excited. Over 
Four Diamonds North was 
in difficulties. He would 
have liked to retreat to Three 
No-Trumps. A bid of Four 
No-Trumps with no suit 
agreed should be natural. 


but no partner ever accepts it 
as such. I think he would 
have done better to rebid 
Four Hearts. 

The sequence would have 
gone much better if North 
had bid Two Hearts on foe 
first round. Even if North- 
South then bid a slam, it is 
likely to be in foe best denom¬ 
ination, ie. no-trumps. (In Six 
No-Trumps, if the defence 
take the ace of hearts cm the 
first or second round, declar¬ 
er can test the hearts and still 
survive if they are 4-2. if he 
can make four tricks in each 
of spades and diamonds.

Grayson, the England! fly half, hopes to recover from a knee injury in time to stop South Africa setting a world record 


THERE will be a dark-blue 
tinge io the 117th University 
match at Twickenham next 
Tuesday, since Oxford's 
record in the second half of 
term will make them favour¬ 
ites to end a four-year domi¬ 
nance of the Bowring Bowl by 
Cambridge. David Kelaher, 
the Oxford captain, was able 
to name his side yesterday 
after six victories in the past 
eight matches, while the form 
of Cambridge has been 
erratic. 

Not that Kelaher. one of six 
Australians in the Oxford XV, 
has taken part in much of that 
run; the flanker only returned 
to the side eariier this month 
after recovering from keyhole 
surgery to a knee injury, but 
he has been delighted to see 
the forwards come together so 
well and to find genuine com¬ 
petition for places. 

Both universities have 
named four old Blues, which 
wfll leave the majority of the 
two XVs exposed for the first 
time to the intensity and noise 
of a crowd that will be in the 
region of 63,000 at the 23td 
match to be sponsored by 
Marsh and McLennan, which 
has incorporated the Bowring 


Group. Cambridge, whose 
three Australians indude the 
Innes brothers. Angus and 
Hamish, at lock, have two of 
Iheir most experienced play¬ 
ers in midfield, an area where 
the Light Blues traditionally 
have been strong. 

Mark Denney, who has 
played centre for Wasps, 
resumes his partnerehip with 
Mark Robinson, the New Zea¬ 
lander who has been playing 
for Taranaki in his country's 
provincial championship, 
indeed, that competition 
delayed Robinson’s return to 
Cambridge while the universi¬ 
ty experimented with a variety 
of options at fly half and full 
back. 

They have opted to field 
Robin Morrow at full back, 
having earlier considered him 
at fly half before leaving that 
position to Paul Moran. Thai 
creates a powerful New Zea¬ 
land influence on the fulcrum 
of the side, since not only are 
Robinson and Moran from 
that part of the world, but so is 
Greg Peacocke, the scrum 
half who has been part of the 
New Zealand sevens squad.

With ^ improvement in Five 
Nations teams and New Zea¬ 
land and Australia being on a 
par with Smith Africa, l can’t 
see a team going as many as 17 
Tests without defeat in 
future.” . 

Mallett is diary of making 
comparisons with the great 
teams that have gone before. 
He acknowledges such play¬ 
ers as Joost van der Westiun- 
zen. tbe scrum half, as a Smith 
Africa great, worthy to stand 
in line witii outstanding prede¬ 
cessors. “Individually they are 
good players, but it is as a com¬ 
bination that they have be¬ 


come a great side, with a 
certain bloody-mindedness 
which makes them a difficult 
team to play against.” he said. 

Andre Vos will captain the 
South Africans against Ire¬ 
land A m Belfast this evening, 
with a XV including Brent 
Moyle at prop, the Gauteng 
Falcons player - having 
replaced Willie Meyer, who 
* returned home last week 
because of a domestic tragedy. 
The Ireland selectors will 
watch the form of Ciaran 
Scally, the Dublin student 
capped at scrum half during 
the World Cup qualifying 
marches and now challenging 
Conor McGuinness for a place 
in foe Five Nations next year.

England salvage 

pride despite 
crushing defeat 


From aian Lee, cricket correspondent, in Perth 

PERTH' (third day of five): 

Australia beat England by 
seven wickets 


GRAEME HICK has earned 
an extension of his touring 
duties and, maybe, a new 
beginning to his fractured and 
unfuiniledl England career. 
Alex Tudor must learn to cope 
with the burden of expectation 
that once rested so awkwardly 
on Hick. 

These were the unforeseea¬ 
ble positives that England 
could take yesterday from a 
Test-match defeat or savage 
speed. That they emerged with 
any dignity at all was a sur¬ 
prising consolation on a tour 
that is now destined to change 
its prescribed course in a 
number of ways. 

It seems that Hick is here 
for the duration. Summoned 
from the English winter as 
temporary cover for Michael 
Atherton, he was hurried into 
this game to replace Graham 
Thorpe, another martyr to 
backache, and, after a second- 
ball nought in the first 
innings, he played with author¬ 
ity and power for 68 in the 
second. 

Desolate at being omitted 
from the initial squad. Hick 
may now be in a position to 
usurp John Crawley, the man 
chosen ahead of him. in the 
first-choice England team. 
Crawley failed twice here, 
once in inept fashion. 

Alec Stewart, the England 
captain, reported last night 
that Hick, who had a home¬ 
ward air ticket booked for two 
days ago. was almost certain 
to be retained. ‘Thorpe’s back 
is still not right, so it makes 
sense if Hicky stays on," he 
said. 

Remarkably. Hick is restart¬ 
ing a Test career for the sixth 
time. In contrast. Tudor is 
barely baptised at this level, 
yet the composure that he 
showed during a debut of 
almost uninterrupted promise 
means that his life wall 
change. Youth. speed, 
strength and personality are 
all on his side; now he will 
need protection from the unre¬ 
alistic demands of public and 
media, and patience, amid 
what will surely be the circum¬ 


spection of the selectors. Tudor 
took five wickets here, but is 
not certain to play in the next 
Test, which is on a slower 
pitch in Adelaide. However, 
the impression that he made is 
unarguable. U I was hoping he 
would bowl a lot of loose 
stuff" Mark Taylor, the Aus¬ 
tralia captain, admitted, “but 
he didn't" 

Predictably. Stewart was 
more cautious. “Let's not get 
overexcited." he said. “It's too 
easy to get giddy about some¬ 
one new." Nevertheless, 
Tudor, though barely 21 and 
alarmingly inexperienced, has 
vindicated the gamble of bring¬ 
ing him on tour. 

The resolve that England 
were to show in this game add¬ 
ed to the frustration at their a b- 
ject beginning, but they did 
manage to turn a potential 
two-day innings defeat into 
something more prolonged 
and competitive with bawling 
of consistent threat and two in¬ 
nings of character. 

Hick and Ramprakash 
resumed yesterday with Eng¬ 
land still two runs adrift and 
took their sixth-wicket stand to 
91. the biggest of the match. 
Hick continued to be the domi¬ 
nant partner, relishing a liber¬ 
ation that came both from the 
instruction to bat naturally 
and a personal belief that he 
had nothing to lose. 

The pitch was now at its 
most placid and Hick contin¬ 
ued to trade blows with the 
Australians by pulling liberal¬ 
ly. He did not bat without 
blemish, but. by any stand¬ 
ards, it was an innings of flair 
by a man who refuses to be for¬ 
gotten. When he was out to a 
rare misjudpriient edging 
Jason Gillespie's third ball of 
the day. he had made 68 from 
73 balls and England were 30 
runs ahead. 

Dominic Cork is not having 
an impressive series and his 
place must be vulnerable, but 
he batted courageously now. 
helping Ramprakash to add a 
further 31 and continuing after 
a bouncer from Damien Flem¬ 
ing, the man of the match, that 
became embedded between 
the bars of his helmet grille. 

When Cotit did fall, spin¬ 
ning away as if giving himself 


out to Gillespie's leg-before 
shout, the end for England 
was as swift as the match 
itself. Gillespie took the last 
four wickets for one run in six 
balls, transforming figures 
that had looked ragged. 

The last three England bats¬ 
men failed to score a run 
between them, sustaining one 
of the side's great failings. 
Alan Mullally has made three 
successive Test noughts and 
Darren Gough has made two 
in three innings. 

However, the same pair 
bowled sublimely for the sec¬ 
ond time in the game when 
Australia set off in pursuit of 
an apparently negligible tar¬ 
get If Mullally had dung on 
to a return catch from Michael 
Slater and Taylor had 
dragged Gough on to the 
stumps, rather than fractional¬ 
ly over them, the score would 
have been seven for two. 

As it was, Mullally pro¬ 
duced a beauty to have Taylor 
taken at second slip. Gough 
held a leading edge from Slat¬ 
er and Tudor produced a 
booming lifter to dispose of 
Justin Langer. It was not suffi¬ 
cient of course, but it was a 
good deal better than had 
seemed possible.

Aamir hits 
out at 
selectors

PESHAWAR (fourth day of 
five): Zimbabwe beat Pakistan 
by seven wickets 

AAMIR SOHAIL the Paki¬ 
stan captain, criticised the 
country’s selectors after his 
side’s seven-wicket defeat 
against Zimbabwe in the first 
Test in Peshawar. 

Pakistan lost their first 
home series against Australia 
for 39 years in October and 
Aamir responded to the latest 
setback by saying: "It'S very 
demoralising. The team is 
really very disappointed." 

Questioned on his future as 
captain, he said: "It'S up to the 
beard and I am considering 
my (rations. We have lost one 
match, and I will think about 
iL The whole problem is of 
selection and we have foiled to 
form a combination. We had a 
green-top wicket and had two 
spinners in the squad. We had 
no options, no variety," he 
said. 

Aamir denied that some 
senior players are not 
cooperating with him, saying: 
“This is not correct, because if 
they do badly their heads are 
also on the chopping block. I 
am helpless at the moment 
and play with whatever I am 
given. I will have to think 
about it and f will not back out 
from responsibility, but now 
they [the selection committee] 
will nave to listen to me." 

Aamir also criticised the 
process of preparing pitches 
after his team had come 
unstuck mi a green, untypical 
Pakistan wicket He praised 
Zimbabwe. "They played good 
cricket all through and 
deserved to win. and our bat¬ 
ting flopped in the second 
innings," he said. 

Murray Goodwin scored 73 
not out as Zimbabwe made 163 
for three in the second innings 
to record their third win in 32 
Tests, with a day and two full 
sessions to spare. Pakistan 
had collapsed to 103 all out in 
their second innings- 

The second Test in the three- 
match series begins in Lahore 
on December 10.

IN ITALIAN football, the hire 
and fire game is a little differ¬ 
ent Luigi Simoni. the coach 
who replaced Roy Hodgson at 
Internationale, was dismissed 
yesterday.

Win sees 
Higgins 
rank with 

the best

for the second year in succes¬ 
sion, _ John Higgins and 
Ronnie O'Sullivan found them' 
selves at opposite ends of the 
emotional spectrum at the 
completion of the Liverpool 
Victoria United Kingdom 
championship. Now, though, 
their roles were reversed. 

Twelve months ago. O'Suili- 
van was celebrating after 
lifting his second UK trophy. 
In contrast Higgins was con¬ 
cerned about his form and 
practising hard in an attempt 
to erase the memory of a 9-4 
defeat by Gary Panting in the 
first round. 

Yesterday, as Higgins was 
returning to Scotland having 
prevailed in his tenth world- 
ranking tournament by 
beating Matthew Stevens 10-6 
in the final, Cuemasters, O’Sul¬ 
livan's management team, con¬ 
firmed that he had withdrawn 
from the German Masters in 
Bingen next week. His replace¬ 
ment has yet to be announced. 

Citing "physical and mental 
exhaustion". O'Sullivan did 
not defend his UK title. The 
good news, according to Ian 
Doyle, of the Cuemasters 
group, is that O'Sullivan has 
“made very good progress" 
and is hoping to travel to the 
Irish Open in Dublin on 
December 15. 

Higgins will certainly be 
there. ‘The more 1 win, the 
more 1 want to win.” he said. 
“I feel as jf there are a lot more 
□ties to come this season and 
every time 1 go to a tourna¬ 
ment 1 want to clock up 
another one." 

Such confidence is inevita¬ 
ble. A 1 23. Higgins has become 
the third most prolific winner 
of worid-ranking tournaments 
and only the fourth player, 
after Steve Davis, Stephen 
Hendry and John Parrott, to 
triumph in the world and UK 
championships in the same 
year. 

With the £75,000 first prize 
he collected at Bournemouth. 
Higgins also dim bed above 
Dennis Taylor and James Wat- 
lana to sixth on the list of total 
career prize-money, with 
El .520.557. He also emulated 
Davis and Hendry by being 
world and UK champion and 
world No I simultaneously.

He did not explain how this 
would happen — although 
both boxers are black, neither 
is Jewish and one is not even 
American — but did call on a 
rabbi in the audience to stand 
up and wave at everyone. 

King extended an invitation 
to Margaret Thatcher to at¬ 
tend the contest next year. 
“She is the greatest lady, the 
only lady to have commanded 
the Union Jade." In the next 
breath, the promoter invited 
Hillary Clinton, “the only 
woman who has a shot at be¬ 
coming the first lady president 
of America". 

Others to speak included 
Dave Checketts. the president 
and chief executive officer of 
Madison Square Garden. 


‘The fight will be the great¬ 
est there has been since Ali- 
Frazier in 1971," Checketts 
said. King added: "The winner 
will face Henry Akinwande 
and no one else. There will be 
no other contender. Take that 
down, you hear me." 

Lewis, who smiled at his 
mother, said: “I’ve been wait¬ 
ing a long time, a long, long 
time for this fight I’m glad it’s 
on the way. I think March 13 
will be a special day. a hard 
day. I don’t thinkit will be 
easy, because JH be fighting a 
man who shows true grit 

‘This fight is going to mean 
a lot not only to me, but the 
whole world.

Holyfield responded: “My 
life has been driven by goals.

Children are not ihe only people 
who can use subtle, roundabout 
ways to say what they mean.

Everton split claims Johnson tsE? *

PUBLIC displays of humility 
and regret dearly do not sit 
easily on the shoulders of 
R?ier Johnson. Hours after he 
issued a statement on behalf of 
the Everton board of directors, 
accepting blame for the deba- 
de over Duncan Ferguson* 
transfer, Johnson dedded that 
ji was not worth any more 
inconvenience. A second state¬ 
ment was made yesterday in 
which he resigned as chair¬ 
man of the Goodison Park 
club. 

Johnson, who assumed con¬ 
trol when he became the 
major shareholder after a take¬ 
over battle in 1994. had been 
under constant pressure from 
supporters unhappy at the 
way that the dub was being 
run. The secretive manner in 
which Ferguson was sold was 
a mistake from which John¬ 
son’s image could not recover.

Walter Smith, the Evenon 
manager, furious that his 
most valuable asset had been 


exchanged for £8 million with¬ 
out his knowledge, threatened 
to resign. That threat hung 
over Everton until yesterday 
morning, a situation that 
attracted yet more turmoil for 
a dub that, in recent years, 
has betrayed its reputation as 
one of the leading lights in 
English football. 

If it was a game of dare and 
counter-bluff he was after. 
Smith won the day. He was 
exonerated of any involvement 
in the details of Ferguson* 
departure to St James’ Park. 
This, he insisted, was neces¬ 
sary because of the anger 
among Everton supporters, 
unhappy that their favourite 
son was being sacrificed.

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Batsmen bear brunt of blame 
for England’s Ashes debacle 


AS THE inquisitions began 
and potential excuses were pre¬ 
sented for consideration. Alec 
Stewart rejected them all in 
turn. The second Ashes Test 
had been lost halfway through 
its scheduled course, but the 
England captain refused to 
shift responsibility on (o the 
contentious areas of pitch, toss 
or flawed catching.

Eng¬ 
land* failure to adapt to the 
demands of the Perth pitch on 
Saturday conceded what 
would otherwise have become 
a lively debate, consigning 
them to battle formidable odds 
in the remaining three Tests. 

The fact that they were later 
to drop six catches to Austral¬ 
ia* one. making a sorry aggre¬ 
gate score of 10-3 after two 
Tests, merely added to the 
hopelessness of their plight. 
Test cricket was not designed 
to be won by teams who can 
bar for only 39 overs and the 
easy compliance with bowling 
that was disciplined, but never 
physically dangerous, was a 
cause of anguish among the 
coaching staff.

himself. Although he made the 
top score on Saturday, his sec¬ 
ond-innings nought was his 
third single-figure score of the 
series. “I*n not playing as well 
as I d like,” he said. “Ill keep 
plugging away and it hasn't en¬ 
tered my head to go farther 
down the order.” 

Defeat especially so rapid a 
defeat, raised ugly spectres of 
the past five Ashes series. One 
down with three to play is not 
an unplayable lie but. against 
the best team in the world, it is 
a huge deterrent As England 
reacted to the early finish by 
giving their players two free 
days to refresh and recharge. 
Mark Taylor, the Australia 
captain, was not slow to state 
the obvious. “Yes. we’ve got 
the psychological advantage.” 
he saiti "It s been built up over 
ten years.” 

Taylor, however, refused to 
echo the crowing of so many 
Austraiian commentators. 
“We take nothing for granted. 
Last year, in England, you 


might have said we were in a 
tight position, one down after 
two games, but we won the 
next three. Player for player, 
we are the better side but that 
is not necessarily how games 
and series are derided.” 

Quite how different a con¬ 
test this might have been, with 
even a degree of early defi¬ 
ance. became evident on the 
third day. Through the efforts 
of Graeme Hick and Mark 
Ramprakash. England con¬ 
trived to set a nominal target 
of 64. That Australia then tost 
three wickets far 36 indicated 
the perils that coaid have am- 
fronted them with even 150 to 
make. 

The bottom line, however, fa 
that England have fallen be¬ 
hind at the start of a series for 
the third lime this year. Stew¬ 
art spoke musingly of the sum¬ 
mer comeback against South 
Africa, but the words of Taylor 
were more pertinent “I 
thought Brisbane and Perth 
would be rhe Tests that would 



suit their bowlers, so I am pret¬ 
ty happy with our position,” 
he said. “England let them¬ 
selves dowo here by dropping 
their catches.” 

A game completed so prema¬ 
turely. with only two half-caa- 
turies and an average of just 18 
runs per wicket, would custom¬ 
arily bring condemnation of 
conditions. Not here. Stewart 
described it as ”a good wicker 
and Taylor identified the teD- 
mg factor when he said: “Nei¬ 
ther side batted all that wdL” 

Taylor revealed that he had 
gone against expert local ad¬ 
vice when deriding to bowl 
first-“f couldn’t see any cracks 
and I didn’t fed it vmtild be 
any harder to bat last,” he 
said. Try though he did to play 
down the theory, it was also a 
decision based on the psycholo- 
gy of the moment, a realisa¬ 
tion that England were wary 
of the surface that they would 
encounter here. 

“It bounces more here than 
any other wicket I’ve seen,” 
Taylor said. “It* a unique ex¬ 
perience and very tough if you 
haven’t played on it much. 
Length is the key to what to 
leave alone and you've got to 
back yourself to know what 
will go over the top of the 
stumps."

Deprived areas 
benefit from 
special treatment 


S PECIALISED colleges 
set up to serve some of 
the most deprived 
urban areas in the country 
have once again proved their 
ability to raise standards by 
dominating this year’s Most 
Improved list. 

Three of die top 20 most im¬ 
proved schools are City Tech¬ 
nology Colleges, which have 
achieved up to a 28 per cent 
point increase in results since 
1995. 

Jeff Joseph Sale Moor Tech¬ 
nology College in Trafford has 
hiked the number of pupils 
achieving grades A*-C at 
GCSE from just 7 per cent in 
1995 to 35 per cent this year. 

The City Technology 
scheme was set up in the early 
1990s and raised more than 
£35 million from business and 
industry sponsors to establish- 
the 15 colleges. The aim was to 
provide cen tres of excellence in 
science and technology in re¬ 
gions with a record of low edu¬ 
cational attainment 
Two of the CTCs improve¬ 
ment has been so consistent 
over the years that they have 
repeatedly appeared in the top 
20 most improved list Bacon's 
College m Southwark and The 
Leigh CTC in Kent have both 
more than doubled the 
number of pupils gaining 
A*C grades in only three 
years. 

Topping the list of the most 


improved school in England 
over foe past three years is an 
Islamic school which has been 
open for tittle more than a dec¬ 
ade. The independent King Fa- 
had Academy, in Ealing, West 
London, has almost doubled 
its GCSE score since 1995. 

The Academy was built on 
the orders of King Fahad of 
Saudi Arabia, primarily to 
serve the needs of expatriate 
families in London. 

Paul Burtenshaw, headmas¬ 
ter of the boys' upper school, 
said foe sharp rise in GCSE re¬ 
sults reflected changes made 
five years ago when foe nation¬ 
al curriculum was introduced. 
Before that, foe school had lost 
a number of promising pupils 
each year to conventional inde¬ 
pendent schools. 

Puitils at the separate boys' 
and girls' schools spend about 
a quarter erf their time on Is¬ 
lamic studies and teaming Ar¬ 
abic ’There has been tremen¬ 
dous improvement in recent 
years,” Mr Burtenshaw said, 

One of foe most famous 
schools to appear on the list Is 
foe London Oratory School, 
where foe Prime Minister’s 
children go. 

Ranking joint eighth posi¬ 
tion in the table, foe school has 
raised its A*-C grades from 66 
per cent in 1995, to 83 per cem 
this year.

MOOT rarenfc think they know the 
t^cks of the trade by the time they come 
U> moose a secondary school. They have 
had six years of their children's p rimar y 
10 get used to putting league 
tables ui context, spotting when class- 
rooms have been spruced up for paren¬ 
tal visits, or reading between the lines of 
annual reports. 

But there are important differences be- 
tween primary and secondary educa¬ 
tion, which must be borne in mind if you 
are to find the most suitable school for 
your child. The scale of facilities is much 


greater at secondary level and specialist 
subject teaching means that standards 
can vary widely between departments. 
Discipline may also be more of an issue. 

The tables in this supplement should 
provide a good starting point in the 
search for the right school. They reflea 
the calibre of intake as well as the quali¬ 
ty of teaching, and they do show where 


there is a culture of achievement It does 
not follow, of course, that the top school 
in the area is the best one For your child, 
especially if he or she would struggle to 
keep up. 

A run of good results, or consistent im¬ 
provement. is a better sign than a single 
outstanding year. Even quite large 
schools have good and bad years; the in¬ 
clusion of scores for three years is intend¬ 
ed to iron out inconsistencies. 

The full tables — available from local 
libraries or direa from the Department 
for Education and Employment — show 
four years' results and give different 
types of indicators, such as the number 
ofpupils with special needs and the over¬ 


all level of absence. Eventually, the ta¬ 
bles will include measures of the value 
added by a school, but the first attempt 
this year proved unsuccessful Parents 
will have to find other means of making 
their own assessments. 

A school’s annual report is one useful 
source of additional information. Al¬ 
though it is bound to see the school 
through rose-tinted spectacles, there are 
set pieces of information which the gov¬ 
ernors are obliged to provide. 

The budget is obviously important, 
and will give a good indication of the lev¬ 
el of resources. Voluntary and sporting 
activities speak volumes about a school’s 
ethos. 


Probably the most revealing informa¬ 
tion in the report however, is on the des¬ 
tinations of school-leavers. The numbers 
staying on for the sixth form (where 
there is one) and then going on to higher 
education says a lot about a school's aca¬ 
demic credentials. 

FOr selective schools and the more aca¬ 
demic comprehensives. the success rate 
at Oxford, Cambridge and other leading 
universities may be the best point of com¬ 
parison. 

Every secondary school in the state sys¬ 
tem also has an OEsted report which is 
available to prospective parous. Summa¬ 
ries are published on the Internet at 
http:/ / www.ofsted.gov.uk. Although in¬ 


spectors’ views axe more subjective than 
OEsted cares to admit, the teams work 
within a detailed framework and their re¬ 
ports give invaluable information on the 
whole range of subjects. 

Independent schools have their own 
inspection system, although a few are in¬ 
spected by O feted every year. The sec¬ 
tors own reports are less thorough than 
Ofeted’s, but axe stiD informative and 
should be available to prospective par¬ 
ents in summary form. 

Statistical information is vital in nar¬ 
rowing down choices, where they exist 
But eventually there is no substitute for 
a visit An open evening may be the first 
port of call but it should be possible to

IT is not only when, transferring to secondary 
schools and universities that children (and their 
parents) are faced with agrarising choices. More 
and more teenagers leave school to go else¬ 
where for A-levels, writes Hugh Thompson. 

Rir some, the choice tiiey imdte is so bad diat 
at sometime during their first term at the new 
school or college they have to ask if they can re¬ 
turn to their old alma mater. 

Colin Busby, deputy head at Lady Margaret 
School, a girls’ comprehensive in south-west 
London, says: "We always tell our girls to have 
a look, there are always some, subjects and 
courses we cannot offer. But every year, for 
some, the grass is not greener elsewhere and 
the problem of sotting into a new regime, new 
teachers and the rest are too much, and they 
come back.” For many in single sex schools, 
there is always the attraction of coeducation. 


Many famous boys’ schools have capitalised on 
this trend by making their sixth-forms mixed 
a fact resented by girls’ schools. 

To enjoy increased social freedom, other teen¬ 
agers want to leave schoolfor the more relaxed 
and “adulr atmosphere of sixth-form colleges. 
That freedom can be fatal if they lade the matu^-f 
rity to work without the daily structure of a'i 
school system. Alternatively, teachers who have 
taught a pupil for years sometimes find it diffi¬ 
cult to adapt to than as young adults. Students 
may need a new environment, a new start away 
from their contemporaries. 

What must be remembered is that the A-level 
course is, in effect only five terms long and the 
last term is often used for revision. If a student 
misses part of the first term due to settling-in 
problems, there can be an impossible amount' 
of catching up to do.

Great expectations and sheer hard work are helping comprehensive schools to 
catch up with grammars in the exam league tables. Victoria Fletcher reports 
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Bottom of the class 
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I NTENSE hours in the classroom 
proved a winning formula for 
Britain's top comprehensives this 
year, as more than ever are now 
ranking high-up alongside their rival 
grammars. 

Tarporiey High SchooL in Cheshire, 
produced some of the best A-level re¬ 
sults ever b> a comprehensive school 
and put must grammar schools to 
shame, its average of Z12 points per 
candidate placed it among the top 25 
state schools in England. 

Alan Sieber. the head teacher, said 
the school was equal!}' proud of its 
GCSE results, which were only just out¬ 
side the top 50 for comprehensives, but 
he acknowledged that tills summers A 
levels were outstanding. ‘There is no se¬ 
cret formula: the school is a genuine 
comprehensive, the staff is the best I 
have ever worked with and the parents 


all play their pan.” Tarporiey has a 
sixth-form of 130. with half of those tak¬ 
ing GCSE staying on. 

Many of the others only leave to pur¬ 
sue more specialised college courses. 
However, even this year's results only 
produced one Oxbridge place. "Three 
or four were capable of it," Mr Sieber 
said. “But. although it is better than it 
was in my day. it is still hard for a com¬ 
prehensive school student to win a 
place.” 

Overall. 10 per cent of this year's top 
50 state schools were comprehensive. 
At GCSE too. comprehensive schools 
have gained more ground on gram¬ 
mars. 

Old Swinford Hospital in Stour¬ 
bridge yet again topped the comprehen¬ 
sive table, achieving 93 per cent grade 
A*-C at GCSE. Thomas Telford School 
in Telford appeared to have sprung 


from nowhere to land in second place 
in the comprehensive table with a 97 
per cent A*-C pass rate. But their mete¬ 
oric rise w-as the result of the extremely 
high expectations put on pupils, the 
headteacher admitted. While the aver¬ 
age teaching lime in schools is 23.5 
hours a week, pupils at the City Tech¬ 
nology college receive at least 35 hours 
a week, often working from 3.15 am to 6 
pm. 

Kevin Saichweil. the no-nonsense 
headmaster of the school says it is sim¬ 
ple. Push pupils hard and they achieve 
the results. "V\e have very focused strat¬ 
egies at the school. Pupils get 10 reports 
a year. Parents have to come in to par- 
ents evenings and cannot avoid getting 
involved," he says. 

The school is only allowed to take pu¬ 
pils from the locality of Telford and 
Wolverhampton. Their intake is very 


mixed - of the 1.140 pupils. 152 have spe¬ 
cial educational needs and more than 
one in five are eligible for free school 
meals. 

Mr Satchwell says that teachers also 
have to work the long hours. “We make 
them work but we pay them well for 
it," he say's. Mr Satchwell says he at¬ 
tracts the best staff through the teacher 
appraisal scheme, which the Govern¬ 
ment is likely to widen in a Green Pa¬ 
per on Thursday. 

Records were also broken by the top 
performing independent schools in the 
country. Yet again King Edward's 
School’in Birmingham came out on top 
of the overall A' level table, bettering 
last year’s results of an average 36.9 
points per pupil This year average 
scores had risen to 37.7 points per pu¬ 
pil. or almost 4 A grades for each candi¬ 
date. 
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THE overall level of results in secondary 
schools may be rising, but standards at the bot¬ 
tom of the tables dhow no sign of improve¬ 
ment. Oite comprehensive school failed to get a 
single pupil through five highei^grade GCSEs, 
while at two schools a third of the pupils left 
without any GCSE passes, John O’Leary 
writes. 

Some of the schools which have featured reg¬ 
ularly at the foot of the tables have recorded 
much better results this year. Phrkside Compre¬ 
hensive. in Plymouth, which has been among 
the bottom 20 schools since the lists were first 
compiled, achieved a 14 per cent pass rate at 
grade C or above. Ramsgate School in Kent 
managed 10 per cent overtaking three of the 
county’s secondary moderns. 

Others have dosed—a fate which faces Mid¬ 
dleton Park School in Leeds, which foiled to 
score on the five-GCSE measure. Last year, 
Middleton Park featured among the worst 30 


schools in the same list as wefl as for the high- 
est levels of truancy and the worst GCSE fail¬ 
ure rate. 

Copperfidds College, also in Leeds, has been : 
Open for two years, and is struggling with the - 
same problems which faced the two compre¬ 
hensives which preceded it Like Glaisdale ' ~ 
Comprehensive, in Nottingham, a third of this * 

year's leavers had no GCSE passes. •.

The grades of the 641 candi¬ 
dates who sat A-tevel exams 
at Hills Road College, Cam¬ 
bridge. resulted in an average 
score of 28.7, the equivalent of 
more than two As and one B 
per pupil. Many of these stu¬ 
dents also gained the highest 
results for their subjects in 
the country. 

Since gaining power, the 
Blair Government has 
stressed the importance of fur¬ 
ther education and sixth-form 
colleges. This sector is at the 
heart of the its drive to boost 
lifelong learning and it has 
pledged to increase places by 
500,000 before the next elec¬ 
tion. But keeping pace with 
. this expansion plan has been 
no easy job, even for the top 
colleges. Hills Road College 
has set out to raise intake 
numbers — the college now 
has 1,400 pupils — while-at 
the same time keeping stand-.

ards as high as last year. 
Meanwhile.' there has also 
been pressure to expand the 
range of subjects while keep¬ 
ing to a tight staff budget 
Colin Greenhalgh, the prin¬ 
cipal, admits it's been a tough 
year: “It was very hard work. 
We have expanded to new 
subjects such as politics and 
philosophy over the last three 
years tart we have to ensure 
that the standards for these 
new subjects match the stand¬ 
ards already set for our tradi¬ 
tional subjects. It*s about get¬ 
ting the maturity of the stu¬ 
dents and the quality of the 
teachers.” 

Four of die top five psychol¬ 
ogy results this year were 
achieved by pupils at Hills 
Road, even though the subject 


has only been taught there 
since.1995. The only slip - a 
slight one — has teen m the 
“value-added*’ category. This 
is. ^rotated on A-tevel fore¬ 
casts based on GCSE per¬ 
formances and the actual 
grades achieved. The college 
dropped from two fall A-level 
grades to about 15. 

Welcome news was the 
Government's . recent an¬ 
nouncement of more than ■ 
E700 million far farther edu- 
■ cation colleges over the next 

. two years, to be spent on rais¬ 
ing standards and improving 
buildings and equipment. 

This money has been wel¬ 
comed by sixth-form colleges 
such as King Edward VI in 
Stourbridge. West Midlands. 
The college, third in the 
league tables with an average 
score of 25Z has increased 
student numbers while stick¬ 
ing to a fairly static budget. 

Philip Eyles, the principal 
says: ‘The biggest danger 
when you are succeed in g is to 
become complacent If stand¬ 
ards are going to be driven up 

- in all of the443 further educa- 
, tion colleges, everyone must 
have a focus of endeavour."

Hit squad fails to save 


T HE failing local education 
, authority which had a gov¬ 
ernment hit squad sent in 
to assess the service it pro¬ 
vides to its schools, has conceded a 
bad end to its ‘annus horribilis'. 
This years local authority tables 
show attainment in its schools has 
dropped dramatically while truan¬ 
cy has increased. 

Hackney Local Education Au¬ 
thority, which had an “improve¬ 
ment team" drafted in to help, 
could now be edging dangerously 
dose to more government interven¬ 
tion based on its contin¬ 
ued poor performance. 

Fewer than three 
months ago. the Govern¬ 
ment suggested that its 
schools could be turned 
into an education action 
zone run by a private 
company if the stand¬ 
ards did not improve. 

Despite gaining a 


provement we are disappointed,” 
he said. 

But Mr Peacock remains confi¬ 
dant that the follow-up Ofsted in¬ 
spection of the authority next East¬ 
er will find an overall improve¬ 
ment “We are hopeful when Ofst¬ 
ed come back they will see further 
improvements and they will see 
that the LEA is now meeting the 
statutory responsibilities for 
schools which it was failing to do 18 
months ago.” he says. 

Ironically, a local authority sit¬ 
ting even lower than Hackney. 


It could now be edging 
dangerously close to more 
government intervention 


tough new director of education. 
Hackney has dropped even lower 
on this years LEA table and suf¬ 
fered a significant drop from 1097 
in the results achieved in its 
schools. Last year. 30.4 per cent of 
Hackney schools achieved five A-C 
grades at GCSE. This year the 
number has dropped to just 265 
percent 

However. Ian Peacock, the chair 
of Hackney's Education Commit¬ 
tee, said improvement at Hackney 
schools would be slow. ‘The GCSE 
results were something of a mixed 
bag this year. Some did well but 
where there was not sufficient un¬ 


tight at the bottom of the table, has 
some reason to be happy with its 
achievement 

Although the worst in the coun¬ 
try. the City of King^torhupon-Hufl 
has managed to raise its tally of 
achieving five GCSE A-C grades by 
1.4 per cent to 2Z8 per cent this 
year. 

Alongside this, a scheme to tackle 
truancy in its schools also appears 
to be having an effect Pupils with 
behavioural or attendance prob¬ 
lems at secondary school now have 
to attend six weeks of intensive help 
from “impact centres”. 

Last year. Hull's 16 secondary 


schools had pupils missing an aver¬ 
age of 4.1 half days each, but this 
year, the figure has dropped to 3.7 
half-days. 

The Isles of SdQy still tap the ta¬ 
ble, thanks to the 21 pupils at their 
only secondary school who 
achieved 67 per cent A+-C passes, a 
rise of nearly six per cent on last 
years results. 

Holding firmly to the other top 
slots on the table, meanwhile, are lo¬ 
cal authorities with large numbers 
of selective schools. 

One of the best increases in pupil 
results was in Hertford¬ 
shire, where the number 
of pupils achieving A*-C 
at GCSE rose from 50-2 
per cent last year to 54.0 
per cent this year. 

Bob Mays, the chair¬ 
man of Hertfordshire 
Education Committee, 
says the upturn is the re¬ 
sult of a two-year over¬ 


haul of the education department 

“This is the first year we have not 
made any budget cuts to schools in 
four years. We have also re-organ¬ 
ised the advisory service, as the 
LEA has become less conservative 
and more open to change.” he adds. 

Mr Mays says that the shire was 
one of the best funded in the coun¬ 
try and. of foe authority's 80 second¬ 
ary schools, only two are now faff¬ 
ing. 

He added that me of the faffing 

schools had this year been dosed in 
an attempt to continue to tadde the 
problem of schools which were pro¬ 
ducing poor results.
